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HIV 

indicator 
axed from 
DPH data

T he male rectal gonorrhea rates for 
July have been omitted from the 
Department of Public Health’s 
monthly sexually transmitted disease 
report, despite the fact that these rates 
were just used as evidence of an HIV 
surge in San Francisco. 

Talk about bad timing. 

A couple of weeks ago, when DPH 
representatives appeared before the 
Board of Supervisors Finance Commit¬ 
tee to justify how they ascertained the 
original estimate of 900 new HIV cases 
in San Francisco, the public learned that 
in fact, there was no exact explanation. 
Infection rates are determined, accord¬ 
ing to DPH Director Dr. Mitchell Katz, 
when a panel of experts get together, 
then “sit around and decide” what the 
likely numbers are, based on data 
known as HIV indicators. The “900 
number,” as it has come to be known, 
may have represented a high estimate 
for what is now believed to be around 
600 cases (see story, page 16). Again 
these numbers are not determined 
from actual HIV test results, but derived 
from a determined surge in risky be¬ 
havior according to a variety of studies. 

These HIV indicator studies 
showed an increase of rectal gonor¬ 
rhea among men who have sex with 
men, an increase of the population of 
men who have sex with men, and an 
increase of condomless sex among 
that population. Based on these HIV 
indicators, DPH has determined that 
HIV is exploding in San Francisco. 

While actual numbers behind the 
studies were never offered during the 
public hearing, it’s no secret that 
practices like “barebacking” have en¬ 
joyed a renewed popularity, so the 
idea that HIV cases may be up - if 
even by a handful of people - is not 
hard to believe.

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Man killed bv hit-and- 
run driver in the Castro

A hit-and-run driver struck and killed 
a pedestrian in the Castro early 
Monday morning, August 28. 

Barry Gumb, 31, was crossing Market 
Street at 16th when he was hit. Police said the 
driver, Jaswinder Singh, 26, ran away after the 
12:45 a.m. accident but was later arrested. He 
was immediately charged with felony driving 
under the influence, felony hit-and-run, and 
with delaying an arrest. 

Police said that Gumb was a San Francis¬ 
co resident and lived on Roosevelt Way, just 
a few blocks from where he was hit. He 
fought for his life for 20 hours at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital. Gumb was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 9 p.m. Hospital spokes¬ 
woman Gloria Rodriguez told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he suffered major head in¬ 
juries. • 

San Francisco Police spokesman, Jim 
Diegnan, said Singh fled on foot immediate¬ 
ly after the accident but that his female pas¬ 
senger stayed in the car. Singh, who is from 
San Bruno, was arrested at the home of his 
passenger on 48th Avenue in the Sunset Dis¬ 
trict four hours after the accident. Police said 
that he was hiding in a light well. Diegnan 
told the B.A.R. that Singh had a prior con¬ 
viction for a misdemeanor DUI in 1994. 

Police are investigating the incident and 
said that they are not sure whether Gumb was 
crossing against the light. 

The intersection where Gumb was hit is 
across from the Metro Restaurant and Bar,

where 16th, Noe, and Market streets intersect. 
Metro bartender Ken Scott witnessed Gumb 
lying on Market Street just after the accident. 
He told the B.A.R. that he was saddened by 
what happened but not shocked. 

“It’s very dangerous. We see close calls 
there all the time,” said Scott, adding that the 
bus and streetcar island on Market Street 
only adds to the pedestrian danger. 


Dennis Troncatty was waiting tables at 
nearby Bagdad Cafe when the accident hap¬ 
pened. 

“Two nurses ran out of here to assist,” said 
Troncatty, who echoed Scott’s concern for 
pedestrian safety at the intersection. 

For friends and family of Gumb, those 
concerns are backed with irreversible conse¬ 
quences. ▼ 


Underdog candidate has more support than we’ll ever know 


Virginia is for lovers

T here’s one thing that al¬ 
ready distinguishes Gary 
Virginia from the six candi¬ 
dates for supervisor in District 8: 
details. Virginia, with his back¬ 
ground in financial and strategic 
planning, doesn’t just use buzz¬ 
words like “affordable housing” 
and “preserving the neighbor¬ 
hood,” he outlines his plans to ac¬ 
complish these goals. But the un¬ 
derdog candidate hasn’t been 
heard much in the race that has 
become the “Ammiano candidate” 

(Eileen Hansen) versus “the 
Brown appointee” (incumbent 
Mark Leno), and that fact alone is 
enough to tell him that something 
is wrong with city politics today. 

“I don’t want to replace a ma¬ 
chine with another machine,” Vir¬ 
ginia told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“That’s why I have chosen to run 
as an independent and not list my 
endorsements or accept soft 
money. That way I am beholden 
to no one.” 

Virginia has challenged his opponents to 
sign on to his “no soft money” pledge, and 
while he was reluctant to discuss his en¬ 
dorsements, a recent campaign fundraiser 
thanked supporters like activist Hank Wilson 


the “machine politics” of this 
town, remain anonymous due to 
fear of retribution. 

“I would love to give you a 
comment,” one such person told 
the B.A.R. “But I can’t.” 

But the 40-year-old, 13-year 
resident of the Castro takes it all 
in stride, and while he is obvious¬ 
ly fed up with the status quo, it is 
humor, not bitterness, that dom¬ 
inates his conversation. 

“Many of my efforts have been 
futile,” he laughed when speaking 
about his attempts to be recog¬ 
nized as a candidate. The District 8 
Democratic Club, in its effort to 
endorse Leno, didn’t even invite 
Virginia to the candidates’ forum. 
The Independent , in an article 
about the District 8 race, ran full 
profiles on Hansen and Leno, “then 
called me to ask what my position 
was at Positive Resource Center, 
and hung up,” said Virginia. 

Virginia, a candidate with a 
progressive slant, is the former 
board president and a current 
board member of Positive Re¬ 
source Center, the job and bene¬ 
fits counseling organization for people with 
HIV/AIDS. He serves on the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission’s lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender task force. He writes 
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District 8 supervisor candidate Gary Virginia pledges independence. 


(supervisor candidate for District 6), Pride 
Committee Executive Director Teddy With- 
erington, and Survive AIDS member Michael 
Lauro, to name a few. Other public figures 
have privately endorsed him, but, because of

Toni Young hopes to 
bring the grassroots 
to Board of Education

I t is her first race for public of¬ 
fice, and although she is short 
on cash, A. Toni Young wants 
voters to know that she will bring 
change to the San Francisco 
Board of Education if elected in 
November. 

Young, who previously served 
as a co-chair on the city’s HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council, said she 
has what it takes to be an effective 
voice on the school board, and she 
vowed to use her experience to 
help clean up the troubled district. 

“After the HPPC, it looked like 
a good challenge,” Young told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “The school 
board was and is pretty dysfunc¬ 
tional.” 

While on the HPPC, Young 
opposed a 1999 recommendation 
approved by the council that the 
city lift its restrictions on private 
spaces in commercial sex estab-

lishments. While the HPPC’s non¬ 
binding recommendation to the 
Department of Public Health 
passed 9-7, Health Director Dr. 
Mitch Katz has refused to act on 


it, as has the Health Commission. 

The San Francisco Unified 
School District has been the sub¬ 
ject of numerous reports detailing 
financial shortfalls and other 
problems. Just this week, the San 
Francisco Examiner reported that 
a computer software system de¬ 
signed by PeopleSoft that cost the 
district $5 million isn’t working 
and may have to be scrapped. The 
board must now decide whether 
to spend another $400,000 just to 
see if the system can be salvaged. 

Another hot-button issue is 
privatization of local schools. The 
district has one school, Edison, 
that is privately operated and has 
been the subject of conflicting re¬ 
ports involving teacher benefits, 
salaries, and other issues. 

“I’m not in favor of privatiza¬ 
tion,” Young said. “I think it sends 
the wrong message. I think it’s the 
job of citizens and the communi¬ 
ty to fix public schools, and not to 
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SF Grand Jury backs 
clubs over police on 
permit process

j#% outh of Market after-hours 
^l|| nightclubs are getting a 
boost from the San Francis¬ 
co Civil Grand Jury. 

The panel issued an opinion 
last week urging that the club per¬ 
mit process be taken out of the 
hands of the San Francisco Police 
Department and backing the club 
owners’ concerns they are being 
unfairly blamed for crime around 
the clubs. 

San Francisco Police Chief 
Fred Lau told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he strongly supports 
the Grand Jury’s recommendation 
to take jurisdiction away from his 
department. 

“I was one of the first ones to 
suggest the permit process go to 
an independent entity,” said Lau, 
adding that he believes the change 
would help take away any per¬ 
ceived conflict of interest. 


In its written report, the Grand 
Jury echoed Lau’s concerns. 

“While the desire of the police 
to reduce problems related to 
clubs is laudable, the role of the 
police is to protect the public and 
preserve the peace, not to set pub¬ 
lic policy on the hours that busi¬ 
nesses are permitted to remain 
open,” jurors wrote. “If elected of¬ 
ficials make the legislative deter¬ 
mination that after-hours clubs 
are detrimental to the public’s 
health and welfare and should be 
eliminated, that is the proper 
function of that branch of gov¬ 
ernment and not a proper func¬ 
tion of law enforcement. 

“The club owners interviewed 
by the Civil Grand Jury report 
frustration in their dealings with 
the police over the policing of per¬ 
mits because they do not know 
what standards they are being 
measured against or what require¬ 
ments will next be instituted by a 
permit officer and a district cap-

tain. As one owner put it, the po¬ 
lice are constantly presenting club 
owners with a ‘moving target’ 
when it comes to permit condi¬ 
tions.” 

The Grand Jury also echoed 
complaints from club owners con¬ 
cerned about being held responsi¬ 
ble for problems that are out of 
their control.

Damage control 

Candidate explains past , focuses on future

8 renton Holland has noth¬ 
ing to hide. The candidate 
for supervisor in District 6 
wants to make this clear, consid¬ 
ering a recent allegation against 
him that he has covered up two 
felony convictions. Holland, the 
second candidate in the District 6 
race to be found with a criminal 
record, contacted the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week to explain what 
happened on the streets of Ari¬ 
zona on a fateful night in 1986. 

According to court records, a 
vehicle driven by Holland, then 
21, collided with another vehicle 
on a two-lane farm road near the 
city of Mesa. The two men in the 
other vehicle were killed. But the 
deceased men were not the only 
victims; Holland himself was in a 
coma for five days, and remained 
in the hospital for two more 
months. Records indicate that 
Holland sustained a bruised heart, 
fractured hip, and injuries to the 
pancreas, liver, and face. 

When he woke, Holland could 
not explain why his car was in the 
other lane at the point of impact. 

“We hit nose to nose,” said 
Holland. “I was never ticketed for 
the accident, but I pleaded no 
contest to two counts of vehicular 
manslaughter because as a li¬ 
censed driver, you have to always 
know your actions at all times.” 

“I don’t know how my car got 
there or why it got there,” he said. 
“But an accident’s an accident, 
and I’ve been an upstanding citi¬ 
zen ever since.” 

Neither vehicle swerved to

avoid collision, and alcohol was 
determined not to be a factor in 
the crash. Holland received five 
years probation but was relieved 
of his sentence after three years. 

For now, Holland would like to 
concentrate on the issues at hand, 
although he says it’s still “too 
early” to endorse or oppose any 
ballot measure. 

“Early endorsements have a 
way of coming back and slapping 
you in the face,” he said. “The 
main thing to tell the voters is that 
I’m a very independent thinker. 
I’m not swayed by political action 
committees or activists.” 

The openly gay Holland, who 
works as the building manager at 


Fox Plaza apartments, does not 
want to be bought “either by land¬ 
lords or by tenants,” he said. He 
has raised “not a dime” for his 
campaign (although a fundraiser 
is planned for September 13), and 
maintains that he understands su¬ 
pervisor issues simply by being in 
his current position. 

“As a landlord of a 29-story 
building in the heart of the district, 
I encounter every possible dilem¬ 
ma that you would if you were on 
the Board of Supervisors. Home¬ 
lessness, rents, capital improve¬ 
ments; I deal with these issues, and 
also deal with being a renter as 
well.” (His Fox Plaza apartment is 
not free; Holland rents just like the 
rest of his tenants.) 

Holland, who is 35, says he is 
running because “I think the 
board needs more people who are 
even thinkers. It also needs 
younger participants. I think it has 
a lot of gay representation, but I’d 
go way beyond gay interest.” 

Holland, who is also known for 
his ownership of Sweet’s Restau¬ 
rant and Bar in Guerneville, is a 
five-year resident of District 6 and 
a seven-year resident of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

“I’ve got some fresh ideas on 
what San Francisco should be,” he 
summarizes as his message. He 
encourages all those interested in 
working on his campaign to call 
him directly at (415) 431-6388. 

The other District 6 candidate 
with a criminal background is 
Gilbert Criswell, who in 1989 was 
convicted of grand theft in con¬ 
nection with embezzling over 
$12,000 from his former employ¬ 
er, the Easter Seals Society. ▼

MCC-SF’s youth 
shelter to close today

fter just three months of 
operation, the Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church- 
San Francisco has unexpectedly 
announced that it will be closing 
the six-bed shelter for homeless 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender, 
queer, and questioning youth 
today (Thursday, August 31). 

Dubbed “Matt’s Place” after 
Matthew Shepard, the young 
Wyoming college student who 
was killed in an anti-gay attack in 
1998, the shelter has been open 
since May 28, when another shel¬ 
ter at the now-defunct Golden 
Gate MCC in Noe Valley closed as 
previously planned. 

“The young adults that sought 
refuge in our shelter deserve more 
than the space we are able to pro¬ 
vide,” MCC stated in an August 23 
newsletter circulated by e-mail. 

The statement made no mention 
of the young man who collapsed at 
the shelter last month and died a few 
days later at a local hospital, and in 
fact, MCC-SF’s statement called the 
program a “success.” 

On the afternoon of July 6, 25- 
year-old Curtis Oliver Jr.’s life sup¬ 
port systems were disconnected 
and he died shortly thereafter. The 


young man had experienced a 
undisclosed medical emergency at 
the small shelter a few days earlier. 
Tawnee Walling, an MCC staff per¬ 
son, had reportedly attempted to 
resuscitate the young man, and had 
placed a call to 911 reporting that 
Oliver was having difficulty breath¬ 
ing and was “vomiting blood.” 

The church has refused to state 
whether or not Walling had re¬ 
ceived CPR training, and it is also 
not known whether Oliver ever 
regained consciousness after being, 
transported by ambulance to 
Davies Medical Center. 

The San Francisco Medical Ex¬ 
aminer, which is conducting an 
investigation into the cause of 
Oliver’s death, reported that Oliv¬ 
er’s attending physician indicated 
that opiates may have contributed 
to the man’s sudden illness. 

Unlike the temporary shelter 
in Noe Valley, which was operated 
by the nonprofit Ark of Refuge 
under city contract, the MCC 
shelter was funded by MCC, and 
operated by its staff. 

In creating a shelter with only 
six beds, the church was just under 
the legal limit which would have re¬ 
quired a conditional use permit 
from the city Planning Department 
authorizing operation of a shelter. 

The church’s e-mail statement 


reported that Elba Montes, who 
directed the “Matt’s Place” project 
for the church, will now head up 
a task force that will “look for 
funding and an appropriate facil¬ 
ity” to replace the shelter. “We will 
do our very best to find another 
way to make this happen before 
the winter rains come.” 

In the August 23 MCC-SF Up¬ 
date, the church claimed that the shel¬ 
ter would close “as originally sched¬ 
uled.” FJowever, in several earlier com¬ 
munications with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, and in reports published by 
other newspapers, the church had not 
announced that it would close at the 
end of the summer. 

MCC-SF co-pastor Penny 
Nixon refused to return repeated 
calls from the B.A.R. seeking com¬ 
ment for this story. 

“That’s news to me,” said Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, when asked 
for a comment on the shelter’s im¬ 
pending closure. Leno had visited 
the shelter a few times after it 
opened. “I’m not working on that 
in this moment.” 

The church at 150 Eureka 
Street in the Castro neighborhood 
has a largely gay and lesbian con¬ 
gregation, and has been a leading 
advocate for the establishment of 
an emergency drop-in shelter for 
queer youth in the Castro. ▼ 



Hearing postponed on Castro shelter

SPS he drama continues to un- 
U fold in the eye of the queer 
% homeless youth hurricane 
known as the Castro, as a 
few neighbors of a planned transi¬ 
tional housing facility for queer 
youth put the brakes last week on 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health’s efforts to obtain a 
conditional use permit from the 
Planning Department for the pro¬ 
ject at 2500 Market Street. 

The shelter project was to be 
heard at the August 24 Planning 


Commission meeting, but at the 
request of DPH, it was continued 
to September 7 at 1:30 p.m., to 
give all parties time to negotiate 
on several items pertaining to the 
project. 

Castro residents, Supervisor 
Mark Leno, DPH staff, and repre¬ 
sentatives from the Ark of Refuge, 
which won the city contract to 
provide services at the site, have all 
been meeting in an effort to work 
out differences. 

Gustavo Serina, a longtime 
vocal opponent of youth shelters 
in the Castro, said he was among 
those who met on August 22 and 


23 with representatives of DPH 
and the Ark of Refuge, the con¬ 
tractor that was sole competitor to 
bid on establishing and running 
the facility. 

“We covered things like the 
neighborhood’s feeling that this 
should be an abstinence-based fa¬ 
cility,” Serina said, alluding to a re¬ 
quirement that the three- to six- 
month residents of the transition¬ 
al housing program not use drugs 
either on or off the site. 

“We wanted to see that in there, 
Serina said, adding that, “we’re still 
going through a lot of issues.” 
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Jim Reid back in District 6 race

im Reid, a candidate for su- 
j pervisor in District 6 who 
UP was disqualified from the 
race due to a lack of valid signa¬ 
tures on his petition, is back on 
the ballot as of August 25, accord¬ 
ing to the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Elections. 

Reid, whose plans include ad¬ 
dressing homelessness through 
the construction of 100 square 

foot cubicle apartments, was tem¬ 
porarily ousted from the race 
when it was discovered that many 
of the people who signed petitions 
for his candidacy did not have 
valid addresses. That’s because 
they were homeless. 

Reid protested his disqualifica¬ 
tion in court by proving that the 
signatures on his petition be¬ 
longed to actual registered voters, 
a process he called “quite an expe¬ 
rience.” 

“I learned a lot,” Reid told the 

Bay Area Reporter. “I’m now ready 
to teach future candidates how to 
validate their signatures if they 
run into a similar problem.” 

The next public display of 
Reid’s “Habitat for the Homeless” 
cubicle program will be on 
Wednesday, September 20 at the 
Civic Center. The showing will be 
accompanied by a rally to support 
Reid’s proposed ballot measure 
for next year that would redefine 
the term “affordable housing” to 
be more realistic. ▼

AHP needs 
facilitators

T hese days, everyone’s an ex¬ 
pert it seems. And in San 
Francisco, when it comes to 
HIV/AIDS, it is true that many 
people without formal educa¬ 
tion or training can draw upon 
their personal knowledge and 
life experiences to share with 
others. 

The University of California, 
San Francisco’s AIDS Health 
Project is seeking volunteers to 
facilitate a number of peer-led 
support groups. While AHP re¬ 
quires that potential volunteers 
have “an understanding of 
HIV/AIDS,” group facilitation 
experience is helpful, but not 
necessary. The weekly support 
groups are available at no cost to 
participants. 

Interested individuals must 
acquire a little formal training, 
however, before being turned 
loose on AHP’s clients. The next 
weekend training session is 
scheduled for September 8-10. 
Volunteer facilitators should also 
be available to work 10-12 hours 
per month. 

Located at 1930 Market 
Street, the AIDS Health Project, 
which is part of UCSF, also pro¬ 
vides individual counseling, cri¬ 
sis intervention, trainings, and 
educational publications.

In an article last week

Coburn’s previous 
bill is no longer on the table, 
and the current CARE Act 
does include language re¬ 
garding the need to make 
treatment available to preg¬ 
nant women with HIV and 
their infants, according to 
Hansen. The B.A.R. regrets 
the error. 


with Kohlnhofer’s sister and the 
friend he had been staying with in 
the Bay Area. Cotten said he 
learned that Kohlnhofer had ap¬ 
parently relapsed after being off 
heroin for three months. Steam¬ 
works has a reputation for being 
very proactive in its drug and 
AIDS education efforts. It em¬ 
ploys Cotten full-time to coordi¬ 
nate its health programs. 

Since Kohlnhofer’s death, Cot¬ 
ten said Steamworks has “beefed 
up” its zero tolerance drug policy. 
Just two weeks ago, the club post¬ 
ed enlarged warning signs re¬ 
minding patrons of the policy. 
Cotten said it’s important to regu¬ 
larly change signs so they don’t 
become like wallpaper. 

Cotten said he hoped that 
Kohlnhofer’s senseless death will 
drive home the message of the 
danger of drugs. He added it’s an 
obvious point but one that too 
many people don’t get. ▼

Jason Scott Kohlnhofer was 
found dead in a private room in 
the Berkeley club on the eve of 
Pride weekend, Friday, June 23. He 
was discovered just before 5 a.m., 
nearly eight hours after he 
checked in. A Steamworks manag¬ 
er found him slumped over on the 
floor. A hypodermic needle was 
found in the room. Paramedics 
pronounced him dead at the 
scene. 

Although the coroner’s office 
hasn’t finalized its report, Coroner 
Supervisor Dan Apperson told the 
Bay Area Reporter that 
Kohlnhofer’s death was formally 
ruled to be a drug overdose. Ap¬ 
person said toxicology reports 
showed heroin in Kohlnhofer’s 
system, and that Kohlnhofer’s fa¬ 
ther told investigators his son had 
a history of heroin use. 

On the Monday after 
Kohlnhofer’s death, the director of 
the Steamworks’ health informa¬ 
tion program, Paul Cotten, spoke

U nfortunately, Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church-San Francisco failed to 
follow this biblical advice when con¬ 
fronted by us over the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the death last month of Curtis 
Oliver Jr., a young man who had been stay¬ 
ing at the church’s small, six-bed shelter for 
queer youth. MCC-SF officials announced 
last week that the shelter is closing today. It’s 
welcome news. That does not mean we op¬ 
pose shelters in the Castro for homeless les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender, queer, or 
questioning youth; we do not. We do, how¬ 
ever, have grave concerns with how MCC-SF 
handled the Oliver situation. 

From the beginning, when a staff mem¬ 
ber called 911 on July 3 and immediately re¬ 
quested that the ambulance arrive without 
its lights flashing to the August 23 an¬ 
nouncement that while the shelter was clos¬ 
ing the project was a “success,” MCC-SF 
staff members from the pastors on down 
have been reluctant to talk about the inci¬ 
dent, which is still being investigated by the 
Medical Examiner’s office. Can a church or 
anyone dictate how an emergency vehicle 
responds to a call and can a project be suc¬ 
cessful if a client collapses and later dies? 

The church, which strongly supports a 
queer youth shelter in the Castro, has been 
extremely fearful of a backlash from Castro 
residents opposed to the shelter plan. In 
fact, a city-backed plan for a shelter at 2500 
Market Street has been stymied for over a 
year now, although it now appears the pro¬ 
ject is moving forward. 

By stonewalling the media, MCC-SF has 
just brought more attention to its shelter, 
which was just under the legal limit for a 
conditional use permit from the city. Did 
the staff have CPR and first aid certification? 
What was the emergency medical plan? 
What safeguards were in place to ensure that 


clients of the. shelter were referred to sub¬ 
stance abuse programs if that’s what they 
needed? We don’t know the answers 
to these questions, because MCC- 
SF staff stopped talking to us. 

That the shelter operated solely , 
under the purview of MCC-SF 
raises serious questions of account¬ 
ability. Privately run programs that 
are regulated by the city are accountable 
and evaluated. Sometimes, the bureau¬ 
cratic red tape that we all love to 
hate is actually there for a reason 
- it provides accountability. 

We welcome MCC-SF’s an¬ 
nouncement that they are establishing a task 
force to look for funding and an appropriate 
facility for a future shelter program. We 
would also hope that the task force exam¬ 
ines and reevaluates the training necessary 
to effectively work with the high-risk popu¬ 
lation that often seeks shelter services. 

If there’s a lesson to be learned from 
MCC-SF’s shelter, it’s that such social ser¬ 
vice programs are sorely needed in San 


Francisco, where many queer young people 
come after being booted out of their homes. 
We have never suggested that Mr. Oliver was 
less of a human being for his apparent 
problems, and the struggles he went 
through demonstrate the need for 
such programs. While we’ve been ac¬ 
cused by some readers of trying to 
minimize Mr. Oliver’s life by focusing 
on his death, we disagree. 
i The bottom line is that someone 
went to a privately operated 
program to receive social ser¬ 
vices and died. The irony is 
that the church started out by 
trying to create a program to meet the needs 
of queer youth and affirm their dignity; but 
in the end, they have worked to eliminate all 
traces of Mr. Oliver’s presence and rendered 
him invisible by denying him the dignity 
that they were originally trying to affirm. 

Perhaps MCC-SF’s future shelter could 
be named in honor of Curtis Oliver Jr. That 
would seem a fitting tribute to a young man 
who died much too early in his life. T 




Varying emotions over sex talk

ately, I feel a lot of contradictory emo¬ 
tions. 

On one hand, I am glad gay men in 
San Francisco have the opportunity to 
talk about gay male community, sex, and 
HIV prevention in a realistic, non-judgmen- 
tal, life-affirming way. This kind of public 
conversation is long overdue, and is neces¬ 
sary if our community is ever going to stem 
the tide of HIV infections. 

On the other hand, my personal ethics 
and morals have been attacked by a group of 
denialists that is simultaneously claiming 
HIV does not cause AIDS, and blaming me 
for the spread of HIV; demanding public ac¬ 
countability from others, yet refusing to open 
their own books; perpetrating violence and 
assaults on any of us who name them as liars. 

This all leads me to question the value of 
the conversation. Is participating in public 
discussions about gay men and HIV worth 
it, or are the personal costs to participants so 
high that many people avoid weighing in? 

I find it ironic that the answer to this 
question is the same as the answer to our 
questions about barebacking, and the answer 
to many questions that arise about sex in 
general. This answer is “yes and no,” or, even 
better, “Depends on the day, time, people, sit¬ 
uation, and how one feels at the moment.” 

Like most important aspects of life, there 
are no easy and quick answers available. 
While many want to boil down the complex¬ 
ity into a simple sound bite and fit all gay 
men into a box and then say, “This is the pre¬ 
vention method that works,” this is not pos¬ 


sible and it hasn’t worked over the last 20 
years of the epidemic. 

Those who are attacking me are using the 
same tactics of the religious right to put gay 
male sex in a box, and define it according to 
their terms. 

How I have sex as a gay man is dif¬ 
ferent from how every other gay man 
has sex. In each encounter, the things 
that are important to me are differ¬ 
ent than they might be for someone 
else in the same exact situation. 

Rather than attempting to create a 
one-size-fits-all approach to 
responsible sexuality, per¬ 
haps we might give indi¬ 
viduals the power, esteem, 
and information necessary 
to make informed decisions about their sex¬ 
ual values and activities. 

Instead of attacking those who have sex in 
ways in which we can’t relate, why not just 
find others whose desires parallel our own? 
Then go out and enjoy ourselves as much 
and as often as we like. I have spent a great 
deal of time and energy evaluating what 
works for me sexually. I did this only after 
years of learning what did not work. I finally 
felt I deserved to get what I wanted out of sex, 
and realized that sex was not only something 
that feels great, but also serves to affirm my 
soul as a gay man and as a human being. 

I have used the term “harm reduction” in 
the past in relation to responsible sexuality. 
It has been pointed out that this draws a dan¬ 
gerous parallel between gay male sex and 
drug addiction. I haven’t really thought of a 
better term yet, but I am working on it. I hate 
the term “barebacking.” It rings of sensation¬ 
al journalism and tired ethics being shoved 
down my throat. 

I have set in place a number of personal 


principles related to my sex life: 

1.1 disclose my status. I usually do this 
very early in the conversation, and it is some¬ 
thing I do even when I am not sure if I am 
even interested in having sex with someone. 
If I am having sex in a place where I can’t dis¬ 
close (i.e. a sex club, or places where the en¬ 
vironment discourages conversation), then I 

engage in safer sex behaviors. I 
would like to say I always do this, 
but I have failed on occasion. 

-2.1 tend toward dating more 
than tricking. I personally like 
the intimacy that goes with 
having sex with someone 
I know. I have tricked on 
occasion and gone to sex 
clubs and bathhouses. 
There is a part of me that wishes I were able 
to enjoy these more, but it is not how I am 
built. 

3.1 don’t put my dick in a negative guy’s 
ass without a condom. I have dated negative 
guys in the past, and don’t really have much 
luck with them. I have a set of issues in this 
area which makes it difficult for me to even 
fuck them let alone not use a condom. 

4. Overall I am a chatty cathy. I like con¬ 
versation, and talking. I look forward to 
using the discussion about what my partner’s 
safe sex boundaries are as a way to get to 
know them. It is the intimacy and the con¬ 
nection I need to have a really good romp in 
the hay. 

Let’s remember: life doesn’t exist in a bub¬ 
ble. We are not responsible for the way every 
gay man has sex. Let’s celebrate one another’s 
differences, and support one another’s rights 
to these differences. Let’s also remember that 
somewhere out there is someone saying that 
your brand of sex is immoral, crazy, disgust¬ 
ing, dangerous, or unsatisfying. T 
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Nader’s talk doesn’t match actions 

Ralph Nader is by all accounts a very smart man, 
his humorless, hair-shirt personality aside. But he’s 
only interested in one issue: the growth of corporate 
power and its corrupting influence on democracy. He 
has little interest in - or commitment to - social is¬ 
sues. 

For his entire career, Nader had little or nothing to 
say about abortion, gay civil rights, affirmative action, 
or race relations. Despite grassroots Green efforts to 
help defeat the anti-affirmative action “California 
Civil Rights Initiative,” Nader would not take a stand. 

When Phil Donahue asked Nader about abortion, 
he dismissed the entire issue as “too much private 
stuff.” His only detectable involvement in women’s is¬ 
sues during the last 40 years were his efforts to include 
women on juries in the 1950s and 1960s - an issue 
long since decided. 

He dismissed concerns over gay civil rights as “go¬ 
nadal politics.” 

Nader talks like a big friend of labor, but his ac¬ 
tions tell a different story. In the early 1970s, he treat¬ 
ed unionized airline and trucking workers as benefi¬ 
ciaries of government-sanctioned monopolies and 
pushed the successful drive for deregulation of these 
industries, with disastrous effects on workers later in 
the decade. 

Closer to home, Nader squashed efforts to union¬ 
ize workers at his publication, Multinational Monitor, 
through a vicious campaign of heavy-handed tactics 
and intimidation. After staffers alleged unfair labor 
practices and filed papers with the National Labor Re¬ 
lations Board asking for union recognition, 

Nader changed the office locks (within 24 
hours), “gave” the magazine to his closest 
aides as a free gift, and fired the entire 
staff, none of whom were ever rehired. 

When the fired workers filed unfair 
labor practice charges with the NLRB, 

Nader’s aides retaliated with a $1.2 mil¬ 
lion civil suit, charging that the ex¬ 
staffers were trying to “destroy their 
business.” A settlement was reached in which the com¬ 
plaint and suit were both dropped, but from that 
point on, the Monitor has been a scab publication. 

Until this election year, Nader obviously did not 
want to be associated with Greens. He refused mem¬ 
bership in the Greens and disavowed the party’s plat¬ 
forms; he even refused an interview with the nation¬ 
al newsletter of the Greens, the quarterly tabloid, 
Green Politics. 

Even after embracing the Greens as a vehicle for 
his political ambitions, it’s not clear that a majority of 
mainstream Greens even wanted him on the ballot. In 
state after state, the Nader campaigh compromised 
the integrity of local Greens in its grim determination 
to be on as many state ballots as possible. Wherever 
the local Greens resisted the Nader juggernaut, ambi¬ 
tious individuals were recruited to launch a Green pe¬ 
tition drive of their own. 

To cite just two examples: Nader told Ohio Greens 
that organizers from California would bring a peti¬ 
tion drive to their state if they declined to do so. When 
Greens in Texas opposed a statewide Nader drive, 
Greens across the country received repeated “emer¬ 
gency” fundraising appeals over the Internet to send 
campaign organizers there over the objections of the 
Texas Greens. 

In 1996, former Monitor staffer Doug Henwood 
summed up Nader this way: “Ralph Nader may look 
like a Democrat, smell like a populist, and sound like 
a socialist - but deep down he’s a frightened, petit 
bourgeois moralizer without a political compass, 
more concerned with his image than the movement 
he claims to lead: in short, an opportunist, a liberal 
hack. And a scab.”

I was disturbed by your recent news coverage of 
Curtis Oliver Jr.’s death [“MCC-SF to 911: ‘Please, no 
lights,”’ August 17] and Anne Heche’s illness [“Ellen & 
Anne split,” August 24]. They were unfortunate in¬ 
stances of the Bay Area Reporter catering to the su¬ 
permarket tabloid mentality. 

There has been public debate over when a personal 
tragedy should be treated as news. Most people with a 
sense of decency agree that when something personal 
is made public it must be done without sensationalism. 

The stories about Mr. Oliver seemed to imply that 
he never existed prior to his death. If it was deemed 
necessary to invade his privacy by reporting on that 
tragedy, the B.A.R. should have interviewed people 
who would make positive statements and help por¬ 
tray him as a person. Mr. Oliver’s dignity could have 
been protected and readers could have been educated 
by an enlightened story. The public should have been 
reminded that a person does not leave the human race 
when he is homeless or on drugs. 

The front page article about Anne Heche and Ellen 
DeGeneres was what I expected from the mainstream 
media. Among other things, it contained a foolish 
quote from a witness who evidently failed to under¬ 
stand the seriousness of Ms, Heche’s situation. Ms. 
Heche and Ms. DeGeneres’s creative contributions 
were mentioned only briefly, near the end of the arti¬ 
cle. The breakup of a lesbian couple and the apparent 
stress-related illness of one of the partners is sensa¬ 
tional material for ambitious media people. The 
B.A.R. should have done better. 

Readers should object to this form of journalism. 
If we are to retain our humanity, we must insist that 
the subjects of news stories be treated with the same 
respect which we would request if we were in a simi¬ 
lar situation.

In my time of residing in this affluent sector of 
San Francisco, I have come to admire the sense of 
community and pride. Lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender people are frequently the victims of acts that 
are motivated by prejudice and bias against them. 
Certain criminal acts, when committed because of a 
bias against the victim or a group to which the victim 
is perceived to belong, are classified as hate crimes. In 
most places, these groups include those crimes com¬ 
mitted against people because of their real or per¬ 
ceived gender, religion, race, ethnicity, or sexual ori¬ 
entation.

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Voters focus on 
issues, give Gore a lift

A lthough Texas Governor 
George W. Bush, the Re¬ 
publican presidential nom¬ 
inee, has been seen as the candi¬ 
date with the appealing personal¬ 
ity while Democratic Vice Presi¬ 
dent Al Gore has had problems 
emerging from the shadow of an 
immensely popular President Bill 
Clinton, a Field Poll released a few 
days ago now shows that national 
voters in general, and California 
voters in particular, appear to pre¬ 
fer having a president with a “solid 
understanding of the issues to one 
with a pleasing personality.” 

The latest Field Poll now shows 
Gore and his running mate, Sena¬ 
tor Joseph Lieberman, leading 
Bush and his running mate, Dick 
Cheney, in California by 13 per¬ 
centage points. While both Bush 
and Gore enjoyed the usual post¬ 
convention bounces in recent 
polls, it is Gore’s that ap¬ 
pears to mean the most. 

Since the Democratic 
convention in Los Ange¬ 
les earlier this month, 

Gore has surged ahead 
of Bush in most na¬ 
tional polls and he has 
done it largely 
by winning 
back tradition¬ 
al Democratic 
voters, particularly women (where 
Bush has for months enjoyed a 
lead). Though Gore’s chances of 
defeating Bush in November now 
appear to be have been enhanced 
greatly, both camps agree that the 
shifting public mood still remains 
highly volatile and despite his lead 
in most polls, Gore realizes the 
election is up for grabs. 

However, after trailing Bush 
throughout the months since the 
decisive primaries that ended in 
March, the vice president took the 
lead after the Democratic conven¬ 
tion. Whether or not the numbers 
continue to stand up for Gore 
until November is questionable, 
but even some Republican strate¬ 
gists appear to be shaken over the 
reversal of roles of Gore and Bush 
with respect to their current poll 
standings. Gore, who trailed Bush 
by 9 percentage points among 
women before the Democratic 
convention, jumped to a 22-per¬ 
centage point lead - 58 percent to 
36 percent, in the latest Gallup 
Poll following the convention. The 
survey has a margin of error of 
plus or minus 5 points. Gallup 
and other surveys showed Gore 
scoring less dramatic gains among 
independents and low to moder¬ 
ate income voters, although even 
there he erased a 19-point deficit 
among independents to pull even 
with Bush in the Gallup survey. 

So, why has Gore sudd'nly 
seemingly connected wit’ the vot¬ 
ers after months of laggmg behind 
Bush? Though those running 
Bush’s campaign would never 
admit it, Bush has for months en¬ 
joyed a “honeymoon” with na¬ 
tional journalists, columnists, and 
television talking heads - until 
Gore delivered his acceptance 
speech in L.A. It seems Gore’s 
speech connected with voters bet¬ 
ter than the one Bush gave at the 
GOP convention in Philadelphia. 
The vice president has apparently 
been successful in regaining the 
party’s traditional advantage 
among women voters as well; it is 
the re-emergence of the so-called 
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“gender vote” that now appears to 
favor Gore, and this has become a 
troubling development for the 
Bush campaign, which had previ¬ 
ously done well among women 
voters. 

Gore’s surging pop¬ 
ularity among women 
voters mirrors his 
gains on issues they 
tend to care most 
about: education, 
health care, and the all- 
important abortion 
issue. Gore 
strongly sup¬ 
ports a 

woman’s right 
to choose while Bush strongly ad¬ 
heres to his party’s pro-life posi- 
-tion on the explosive issue. Also, 
the Gore campaign attributes his 
rise in polls to his focus on specif¬ 
ic policy proposals, especially 
those that would benefit working 
families. 

One national Republican 
strategist, openly gloating at 
Bush’s high numbers as recently as 
the Republican convention earlier 
this month, was telling reporters 
this week that “Gore has really 
connected; this is a new ball game, 
and it is now Gore’s to lose,” 
adding that “we [Republicans] are 
now in big trouble and I don’t 
think we ever saw it coming.” 

Polls change almost daily, and 
leads shift among candidates 
weekly; this election will very like¬ 
ly be decided by the presidential 
debates - something that Bush 
and the Republicans are now say¬ 
ing they are not yet ready to agree 
to despite having previously 
agreed to three October debates 
set by the nonpartisan Commis¬ 
sion on Presidential Debates. 

Politics and people 

Say what? The “Bushisms” 
continue and readers continue to 
send them in. Last week Governor 
Bush, attempting to explain his 
tax cut plan to a Peoria, Illinois 
audience, appeared to have little 
command of the figures. Bush: 
“I’ve got to do a better job of mak¬ 
ing it clear that starting with a 
baseline of about $1.9 trillion in 
the next 20 years, the budgets will 
increase by abut $3.3 trillion, and 
yet, we’ve still got another $2.3 
trillion of surplus.” Try adding 
that one up; or as the Los Angeles 
Times commented on this latest 
Bushism: “The occasional wrong 
word is no crime, but having no 
clue about one’s own tax program 
is a tougher story.” 

And how about Ross Perot’s 
sorry Reform Party? California 
Secretary of State Bill Jones an¬ 
nounced last week that he was 
taking Pat Buchanan off the No¬ 


vember ballot here and some 
states have actually resorted to 
pulling names out of glass bowls 
to determine whether Buchanan 
or his opponent, John Hagelin, 
will appear on their ballots (Some 
states, including Alabama, will 
place both Hagelin and Buchanan 
on the ballot). 

San Franciscan Harry Low, a 
highly respected former appellate 
court justice, and one of the most 
decent guys you will ever meet, 
was confirmed as the state’s new 
insurance commissioner last week 
by unanimous votes in both the 
state Senate and the Assembly. 
Low will not likely seek another 
term in 2002 to the insurance czar 
spot, but state Senator Jackie 
Speier reportedly will go for the 
job. 

A Proposition 22-type ballot 
measure clarifying the Nebraska 
state Constitution to legally rec¬ 
ognize only marriages between a 
man and a woman will appear on 
the November ballot in that state 
and will likely pass easily. 

When San Francisco school 
board member Steve Phillips re¬ 
signed last week so that Mayor 
Willie Brown could appoint 
school board candidate Shawn 
Richard to complete the term, he 
(Phillips) angered some of the 
other candidates for the Novem¬ 
ber election, but he appeared to 
please some of his colleagues who 
were glad to see him go. 

If the Democratic Party regains 
control of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives in November, our very own 
Representative Nancy Pelosi (D) 
will likely become the House party 
whip, the No. 3 job in that body 
and it would make her the very 
first woman ever to hold that high 
position. However, Pelosi must get 
the job without the support of 
East Bay Congresswoman Ellen 
Tauscher, a fellow Democrat, 
who will be supporting Pelosi’s 
opponent, Representative Steny 
Hoyer (D-Maryland) for the spot. 
Local Democratic insiders tell me 
there is no love lost between the 
two Bay Area congressmembers. 

District 6 supe candidate Chris 
Dittenhafer picked up the en¬ 
dorsements this week of both the 
Alice Toklas Demo Club and the 
District 6 Demo Club. 

Finally, to the reader who 
wrote that having a lesbian 
daughter (Mary Cheney) clearly 
suggests that Dick Cheney is more 
acceptable to gay rights than the 
sometimes conservative (moder¬ 
ate) Joe Lieberman, his veep op¬ 
ponent: True, Lieberman has not 
always been the most progressive 
vote on gay issues. Lieberman did, 
however, sponsor legislation to 
prohibit job discrimination 
against gays (Cheney opposed 
same) but also backed a bill in 
1994 to deny federal money to 
schools presenting material “sup¬ 
portive of homosexuality” and 
voted to prohibit same-sex mar¬ 
riage in federal law. Lieberman, 
like Al Gore, however, is now in 
“full support of equal rights for all 
gay and lesbian Americans.” Now, 
take a look at Cheney’s voting 
record on all legislation related to 
gay rights - he has been totally ho¬ 
mophobic in all of his votes. Les¬ 
bian daughter or not, Cheney has 
an anti-gay voting record 
throughout his political career. 
Lieberman’s record on gays versus 
Cheney? There’s no reason to even 
consider that one.

August 19, 1890 (110 years ago 
this month): Walt Whitman criti¬ 
cizes English homosexual pioneer 
John Addington Symonds 

J ohn Addington Symonds was 
such a vocal defender of “sex¬ 
ual aberrations” that Alger¬ 
non Swinburne, a leading English 
intellectual, nicknamed the fa¬ 
mous writer “Soddington 
Symonds” in a twist on the word 
sodomy. Yet Symonds, who co-au- 
thored the first English book 
about homosexuality, was 
wracked with guilt about his own 
sexual tastes. 

In 1840 Symonds was born in 
Clifton, England, to wealthy 
physician Dr. John Symonds, a 
pious man who taught his son to 
adhere to strict Puritan morality. 
When Symonds was 13, his father 
enrolled him at Harrow, a presti¬ 
gious English boarding school, 
and the boy experienced a cri¬ 
sis. “It was the moral state 
of the school,” he wrote in 
his memoirs. “Here and 
there one could not avoid 
seeing acts of onanism, 
mutual masturbation, the 
sport of naked boys in bed 
together. They filled 
me with disgust and 
loathing.” Even 
worse, Symonds 
learned that Charles Vaughan, 
Harrow’s headmaster, had a sexu¬ 
al relationship with a pupil. 

Symonds’s moralism put him 
in a tough spot. He was sexually 
attracted to other boys and even 
became romantically involved 
with a choirboy, Willie Dyer, but 
his moral restraint kept the rela¬ 
tionship chaste. Symonds’s ro¬ 
mance with Willie continued even 
after he graduated from Harrow 
and matriculated at Oxford, 
where he became enthralled with 
the classics. Ancient Greek litera¬ 
ture especially interested Symonds 
because Greek pederasty seemed 
to validate his feelings for Willie. 
Symonds, who aspired to a liter¬ 
ary career, wrote many poems 
about the “love of the Ancients.” 
When discussing his poetry with 
another student, he told his friend 
about Vaughan’s relationship with 
his pupil. His friend convinced 
Symonds to tell his father. When 
he did, Dr. Symonds wrote Vaugh¬ 
an, threatening to ruin him. 
Vaughan resigned, and never re¬ 
entered public life. 

At the height of the Vaughan 
affair, Symonds confessed his feel¬ 
ings for Willie to his father. Dr. 
Symonds told him to end the re¬ 
lationship. Symonds complied, 
fearing for his career. Hoping to 
overcome his sexual desires, 
Symonds married Catherine 
North in 1864, but his plan failed. 
After four years of marriage, 
Symonds, now teaching literature, 
fell in love with a 19-year-old stu- 
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-dent. The relationship did not last, 
but his first experience of male- 
male sex so far surpassed anything 
he had ever experienced with 
Catherine that he asked her to 
forego sex. Catherine was hurt, 
but she agreed. 

Symonds’s academic ca¬ 
reer ended abruptly in 1871. 
His physician told him that 
a nagging cough was 
caused by an advanced 
case of tuberculosis and 
recommended the standard 
treatment: clear 

mountain air. 

Symonds moved his 
family to Davos, a 
Swiss village where he began writ¬ 
ing what amounted to more than 
35 volumes on history and litera¬ 
ture. The work he most enjoyed 
was not his critically acclaimed 
seven-volume study of the Italian 
Renaissance, but poetry one biog¬ 
rapher has called “execrable.” 
Awful or not, the poems Symonds 
wrote gave him a forum in which 
he celebrated male-male sex and 
tried to justify his own sexual in¬ 
clinations. 

When Symonds’s health per¬ 
mitted, he traveled to Venice, his 
favorite city. There he met Angelo 
Fusato, a handsome gondolier, 
and hired him as a servant. The 
two developed a sexual relation¬ 
ship that lasted the rest of 
Symonds’s life. The relationship 
fulfilled Symonds’s dream of a ro¬ 
mance with a man, but he still 
struggled with Puritan guilt. He 
read everything he could find 
about what he called his “abnor¬ 
mality,” especially medical litera¬ 
ture and the work of German 
scholar Karl Ulrichs. Both Ulrichs 
and the doctors wrote that this 
“abnormality” was a result of in¬ 
born effeminacy. 

Symonds also found solace in 
Walt Whitman’s poetry. He liked 
Whitman’s portraits of manly 
comradeship better than the ef¬ 
feminacy Ulrichs and the doctors 
wrote about. Beginning in 1871, 
Symonds exchanged many letters 
with the American poet, but he 
only hinted at his true interest in 
Whitman’s work. In 1890, he fi¬ 


nally asked Whitman if the love of 
comrades entailed “physical inti¬ 
macies.” On August 19, 1890, 
Whitman wrote back that 
Symonds’s “morbid inferences” 
were “damnable.” Whitman schol¬ 
ars have never quite explained 
why the poet, a man who had ro¬ 
mances with several men, erupted 
so furiously, but Symonds was 
crushed. 

Without Whitman’s support, 
Symonds turned to Ulrichs when 
he wrote one of the first and bold¬ 
est defenses of male love in 19th 
century England. In 1891, 
Symonds privately printed “A 
Problem in Modern Ethics.” He 
argued that “abnormal inclina¬ 
tions” are inborn and unchange¬ 
able and that laws against male- 
male sex are therefore unjust. Now 
convinced that scientific argu¬ 
ments were the best justification 
for “abnormality,” Symonds ap¬ 
proached a physician named 
Havelock Ellis and asked him to 
collaborate on a book. The result 
was Sexual Inversion, the first 
book-length study of homosexu¬ 
ality published in England. 

Symonds died in 1893 attend¬ 
ed to by Angelo. Sexual Inversion 
was still incomplete, but when its 
first editions appeared, his name 
was on the title page. Anxious to 
preserve Symonds’s literary repu¬ 
tation, his literary executor asked 
Ellis to remove it. Ellis complied, 
and Symonds’s contribution was 
forgotten until 1964 when a biog¬ 
rapher retold his story. ▼

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Gay artists unite - 
on the Internet

I n July, the American Library 
Association released a list of 
the 100 most challenged 
books of the 1990s, titles that 
patrons tried to get removed 
from library bookshelves be¬ 
cause of content like violence 
the occult, or sexuality, in¬ 
cluding positive depictions 
of homosexuality. While I 
find these attempts at cen¬ 
sorship distressing, they 
don’t get me riled up the 
way another brand of 
censorship does. I’m 
concerned about the 
more subtle censor¬ 
ship that en¬ 
sures that les- 
bian and gay 
writing, 

music, and other art forms don’t 
get published or distributed at 
all, and I’m interested in finding 
ways to combat it. 

We don’t generally think of 
the inability of writers to get 
published or musicians to get 
produced as censorship. The 
mainstream publishing industry 
has done a pretty good job of 
convincing the reading public 
that only the very best writers 
get into print. “If you can’t find 
an agent who likes your book,” 
one agent told Writer’s Digest 
magazine, “perhaps there is 
something wrong with your 
book.” The writers’ community 
knows, however, that the selec¬ 
tion process in mainstream pub¬ 
lishing often has more to do 
with who you are or whom you 
know than with the quality of 
your work. 

As a result, some very fine 
writers and artists never find 
agents, publishers, or producers 
for their work. Increasingly, 
mainstream publishing compa¬ 
nies, swallowed up by entertain¬ 
ment conglomerates like Disney, 
focus their resources on a handful 
of blockbuster authors, while 
viewing the queer-themed work 
they rushed to publish in the early 
1990s as now largely unsalable. 

When publishers or music 
producers make the decision that 
customers don’t want work by 
gays and lesbians, that work will 
have a hard time seeing daylight, 
no matter what its quality. Of 
course, the invisibility of queer 
art is nothing new: It’s why les¬ 
bian and gay publishing compa¬ 
nies and music labels started up 
in the 1970s and 1980s. 

Increasingly, however, oppor¬ 
tunities for artists within the 
queer community have begun to 
dry up, too. Many of our pub-

fishing companies have either 
gone under or tightened their 
focus to offer mostly erotica or 
mysteries. Olivia Records, which 
spearheaded the women’s music 
movement, has reinvented itself 
as a lesbian cruise company. 

It would be easy to gnash our 
teeth over this narrowing of pos¬ 
sibilities for queer artists, which 
is happening, ironically, just 
as gay visibility in society 
is increasing. The good 
news is that the Internet 
can help open the gates of 
access, with sites like xlib- 
ris.com facilitating self- 
publishing by writers. 
Despite the bad publici¬ 
ty Napster has gotten, its 
New Artists 
Program was 
designed to 
help un¬ 
signed musicians find producers. 
Unfortunately queer music and 
writing can be hard to scope out 
at straight-dominated sites, but 
there are also queer and alterna- 


ing a diverse group of new 
artists, who “struggle to maintain 
visibility in the presence of the 
commercial industry’s push for 
‘the next big thing’ and media- 
induced superstars.” To counter¬ 
act the mainstream music indus¬ 
try’s narrowness, the site serves 
as a clearinghouse for alternative 
music and lyrics and as a con¬ 
nection between individual 
artists and local radio stations, 
performance venues, and stores. 

Many individual lesbian and 
gay writers now have their own 
Web sites to feature their work. 
Some may start following the 
lead of Stephen King, who re¬ 
cently bypassed his publisher 
and started offering a download 
of the first chapter of his novel- 
in-progress for $1 at his Web site. 
“My friends,” King says gleefully, 
“we have a chance to become Big 
Publishing’s worst nightmare.” 

But Web sites are expensive to 
launch and maintain. And, al¬ 
though there are queer zines and 
writers’ groups online, there

We need them. 


five sites beginning to do similar 
work. 

Mistermaker.com, for exam¬ 
ple, bills itself as the largest al¬ 
ternative hip hop Web site, and 
you can find gay lyrics and 
recordings there as well as arti¬ 
cles about queers in hip hop. 
After all the press that Eminem’s 
lyrics have gotten lately, it may 
surprise you to learn that hip 
hop isn’t synonymous with ho¬ 
mophobia. There is, in fact, a 
large queer hip hop and rap 
community, offering an alterna¬ 
tive to the anti-gay hatred that 
mega-artists like Eminem and 
Dr. Dre espouse. Another online 
hip hop group, phatfamily.org, 
produces lyrics and music “with 
a queer-positive agenda” and 
keeps a “Dis List” of all the hip 
hop and rap artists who have 
spewed anti-gay lyrics. 

San Francisco-based Green 
Girl Records (www.claritystu- 
dio.com) is dedicated to promot- 


aren’t any self-publishing sites 
out there specifically for queer 
writers yet. 

We need them. We need the 
new technology equivalent of 
the publishing houses our com¬ 
munity set up 20 years ago, an 
xlibris.com for queer writing. 
Maybe there’s an opening for A 
Different Light and other lesbian 
and gay bookstores that have re¬ 
cently experienced hard times 
with in-store sales to create on¬ 
line self-publishing arms that 
could both increase income and 
help develop the new, alternative 
queer voices that lesbian and gay 
readers need to hear. T

report. Leno has been working on 
developing a better system to reg¬ 
ulate nightclubs for a year. Recent¬ 
ly passed legislation introduced by 
Leno prohibits police from using 
911 calls for emergency medical 
assistance against a club. Leno’s 
legislation also requires after- 
hours clubs provide free cool 
drinking water to patrons. 

Leno is drafting legislation to 
put the permit process in the 
hands of an independent enter¬ 
tainment commission. 

“The Grand Jury gives cre¬ 
dence to our efforts,” Leno said. “It 
makes no sense that the permit 
agency is also the law enforcement 
agency.” 

Club owners had high praise 
for the jurors. 

“They impressed me as being 
dedicated, concerned people,” said 
the Endup’s owner Carl Hanken 
who was interviewed by the panel 


late last year. 

“I feel vindicated but I’m not 
gloating about this,” he said, adding 
that the Endup suffered a “huge 
blow” when it had to shut down for 
35 days, from mid-April to mid- 
May this year, leaving employees 
temporarily out of work. Hanken 
said he looks forward to a change. 

“The permit process is one of 
the stumbling blocks to being able 
to run a successful business in the 
city,” said Hanken. 

The Grand Jury’s recommen¬ 
dations require a response from 
the Board of Supervisors, the San 
Francisco Police Department, and 
the mayor’s office but its opinions 
have no force of law and are sim¬ 
ply suggestions.

“The SFPD’s present practice is 
to cite all incidents which they be¬ 
lieve are related to a club as evi¬ 
dence of negligent management,” 
the jurors wrote. “Even incidents 
which take place outside of a club’s 
premises and over which club 
management has little or no con¬ 
trol, such as car break-ins in alleys 
on nearby streets or ‘suspicious’ 
persons hanging around the club’s 
premises, are cited in the police 
complaints and permit hearings to 
suspend or revoke a club’s permits. 
Anonymous third-party com¬ 
plaints about a club may also be 
used to institute permit suspen¬ 
sion or revocation proceedings.”

narily frustrating for those who 
have tried to investigate the contro¬ 
versial new HIV rates that have 
branded San Francisco as having a 
“sub-Saharan” rate of infection - is 
the fact that the very HIV indicator 
supposedly pointing to the gay 
male surge in HIV is nowhere to be 
found on this month’s STD report 
issued by DPH. 

The San Francisco Monthly 
STD Report, issued every 30 days 
by DPH, has for years included a 
category for male rectal gonorrhea 
cases. Yet this month, on the heels 
of proclaiming a rise in such rates, 
DPH dropped male rectal gonor¬ 
rhea cases from its July report. 

“Routinely STD Services eval¬ 
uates ... the content of the 
monthly report,” said a statement 
issued last week by Jeff Klausner, 
director of DPH’s STD services, 
the publishers of the monthly re¬ 
port. “With the limited context 
available for the monthly report, 
it was felt the information would 
be more useful with the expanded 
context afforded by the annual 
summary.” 

Yet the monthly reports, far 
from not providing a context, 
have regularly run rectal gonor¬ 
rhea rates as compared to the pre¬ 
vious year; reports for 1999 and 
2000 each show the number of 
cases for the current month and 
the same month of the year be¬ 
fore, as well as year-to-date cases. 
In fact the rectal gonorrhea 
“surge” that has reportedly oc¬ 
curred may be attributable to one 
month where the cases increased 
dramatically; in many other 
months the number dropped, re¬ 
mained the same, or increased by 
a couple of cases. 

Given that one month may be 
responsible for a surge, skeptical 
members of the public this week 
wondered if July’s rectal gonorrhea 
rates had plummeted, thereby 
challenging the DPH assertion that 
rectal gonorrhea was on the rise.

Additionally, Klausner noted in 
his statement that “rectal gonor¬ 
rhea is not a reportable disease,” 
whereas gonorrhea, chlamydia, 
syphilis, etc. are the official cate¬ 
gories. But, this explanation does¬ 
n’t explain the timing of the sud¬ 
den omission. It is, after all, no less 
than bizarre that a health depart¬ 
ment pointing to a disease’s in¬ 
crease would then proceed to 
leave that increase out of the pub¬ 
lic data. 

But getting answers to these 
questions and speculations proved 
difficult. Klausner at first did not 
return several phone calls from 
the Bay Area Reporter, nor did Dr. 
Willi McFarland, the epidemiolo¬ 
gist who originally alarmed the 
San Francisco Chronicle with his 
HIV estimates, then backpedaled 
and called his statements “unfor¬ 
tunate.” Additionally, both Katz 
and Dr. Sandy Schwarcz, the di¬ 
rector of AIDS surveillance at 
DPH, were on vacation this week. 
A representative from Klausner’s 
office finally referred all inquiries 
to the media department, which 
had no information. Klausner 
then finally called the B.A.R. to say 
that he would request the infor¬ 
mation but that it would not be 
available before press time. 

Therefore, the B.A.R. cannot 
report the actual number of male 


rectal gonorrhea rates for the 
month of July, even though these 
rates were recently referenced as 
HIV indicators for the city’s infec¬ 
tion rate. Only one DPH repre¬ 
sentative seemed willing to ac¬ 
knowledge that excluding this 
data from the report was not wise. 

“It was a mistake to leave those 
numbers off the report. The tim¬ 
ing was unfortunate,” Steven Tier¬ 
ney, HIV prevention director at 
DPH, told the B.A.R. “I have put 
in a request to re-include these 
numbers, because the gay com¬ 
munity has a right to know them, 
particularly when they were just 
used to explain HIV rates.” 

Other city officials were equal¬ 
ly concerned. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
told the B.A.R. that he has placed 
a call to DPH and is “looking into 
the matter.” 

Roma Guy, president of the 
San Francisco Health Commis¬ 
sion, said that even if rectal gon¬ 
orrhea is no longer included in the 
reports, the infection rates must 
be released to the public. 

“My position would be if rec¬ 
tal gonorrhea is a marker, and pre¬ 
vention is key, then we need to 
find a way to inform the public 
about this marker,” Guy told the 
B.A.R. “And we have a department 
that is supposed to handle that, so 
they’re responsible.” 

The B.A.R. will report the ac¬ 
tual rectal gonorrhea rates for July 
as soon as the information is re¬ 
leased; Klausner has said that 
could be as late as next week. ▼

fs a big commitment, but for 
those with a higher calling, 
the chance to help others is 
well worth it. Community 
United Against Violence is 
currently recruiting and inter¬ 
viewing interested applicants for 
its 24-hour support line.

“The idea is that they could get 
into the system,” Leno said, suggest¬ 
ing that youth at the facility could 
be referred to drug treatment, or to 
Lark-Inn, the new emergency drop- 
in youth shelter in the Tender¬ 
loin/Civic Center area, until they 
were able to make a long-term com¬ 
mitment to the 15-bed Market site, 


from which they could be placed in 
more permanent housing. 

Serina emphasized that he does 
not know whether the compro¬ 
mises his group are securing to the 
Ark contract and conditional use 
permit would prove acceptable to 
others in the neighborhood. 

Serina and others also met with 
Leno to discuss progress. Leno, who 
had wanted the facility to include 
an emergency drop-in shelter com¬ 
ponent, has championed the pro¬ 


ject from the outset, when he and 
Supervisor Leslie Katz were accused 
in August 1999 of “bad process” in 
announcing their proposal for a 
drop-in shelter for 18 - 24 year old 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
queer, or questioning youth. 

“Until I see it in writing, I don’t 
know,” said Serina this week, refer¬ 
ring to the final details presumably 
to be negotiated at a follow-up 
meeting of lawyers and some of the 
other stakeholders on August 31. T

a monthly column for another gay 
publication, is a former San Fran¬ 
cisco Mr. Leather and past recipi¬ 
ent of the “AIDS hero” award, and 
has a diversity-oriented volunteer 
record that dates back to high 
school. He has celebrated the 
mayor-designated “Gary Virginia 
Day,” an honor given in 1997 for 
his inclusiveness in activism, and 
has been known to advocate for 
more diversity wherever his vol- 
unteerism takes him. 

“He’s always been inclusive, 
and wants everyone to have a 
voice at the table,” Susan Fahey, 
vice president of the board of Pos¬ 
itive Resource Center, told the 
B.A.R. “He thinks of everybody.” 

Virginia may only have $8,200 
to spend and no big names to ride 
on, but that’s okay by him. He just 
wants the public to understand 
how politics is influenced in the 
city, and how he plans to change 
that. 

“There’s not a lot of strong 
leadership on that board, and 
that’s by design,” said Virginia. 
“The mayor doesn’t want inde¬ 
pendent people of skill to handle 
complex problems, and he’ll ap¬ 
point people who will not chal¬ 
lenge him. I like Mark Leno, but 
for all his new legislation on af¬ 
fordable housing and neighbor¬ 
hood preservation, he doesn’t 
seem to grasp the irony that it’s 
the administration he endorsed 
that created all of these problems 
in the first place.” 

Candidate’s plans 

So what are Virginia’s plans? 


The candidate, whose past jobs 
have included directing an art 
gallery and coordinating funds for 
San Francisco State University, 
doesn’t want to pit tenants against 
owners or chain stores against 
local businesses. He has solutions 
with a bigger picture in mind. 

“We must preserve rent control 
but we can also stabilize our com¬ 
munity if more of us own homes. 
For landlords not making any 
money from rent-controlled 
apartments, it would be a win- 
win situation for their tenants to 
be able to buy their tenancies in 
common. Unfortunately, the leg¬ 
islation before us seems to be ei¬ 
ther/or; I wouldn’t have opposed 
tenancies in common [as the San 
Francisco Tenants Union has], but 
I would add a residency require¬ 
ment that ensures the units pur¬ 
chased go to those that have been 
renting there for years.” 

On nonprofit displacement, 
Virginia proposes a nonprofit dis¬ 
trict to occupy a “safe zone” along 
a section of Market Street. On the 
recent controversy over neighbor¬ 
hood queer youth shelters, Vir¬ 
ginia proposes a complete rehabil¬ 
itation program where housing is 
combined with employment and 
the neighbors are involved in the 
process. 

“When you try to pretend 
there’s inclusion in planning when 
there’s not, it’s going to backfire 
every time,” said Virginia. “Neigh¬ 
bors are fed up with Band-Aid so¬ 
lutions and want to see a program 
that works.” 

But Virginia noted that he also 
has some fun plans for the Castro, 
once he has addressed the issues. 

“All my focus right now is on 
correcting the problems, but I’ve 


got tons of really cool ideas I hope 
to work in there as well,” he said. 

One is a 24-hour news network 
that will broadcast breaking LGBT 
news to the streets of the Castro. 
Another is the addition of art and 
public history to the Castro, 
whether it be the return of the 
Keith Haring sculptures to Harvey 
Milk Plaza or the creation of Hol¬ 
lywood stars on the sidewalk for 
our own community heroes. 

“There’s such an opportunity 
to educate the public, especially 
with the F-line’s expansion, and 
we don’t even have a landmark,” 
said Virginia, who added that he 
would also like to see a gay bank 
open in the neighborhood to 
“economically empower the com¬ 
munity.” 

If elected, Virginia, a person 
living with HIV, will be returning 
to work after living off disability 
payments since 1995. 

“There’s a lot at stake for me, 
but this is my passion,” he said. 
His campaign slogan - “The Peo¬ 
ple’s Choice” - and his logo - a 
sunshine, as in the ordinance for 
open government, summarize his 
feelings for the secret deals that 
dictate city policy. 

“It’s an exciting time,” said Vir¬ 
ginia of the District 8 race. “This 
seat is pivotal, one that could 
change how things are going city¬ 
wide. I’m not a radical, but I do 
offer people another option.” T

I o not use a condom every 
j time. Do not use a condom 
! every time. Use a condom if 
you are an HIV-positive top having 
sex with an HIV-negative bottom,” 
said Dr. Mitch Katz, director of the 
Department of Public Health. 

Trumpeting new calculations 
showing an estimated 50 percent 
increase in the number of annual 
HIV infections in San Francisco, 
Katz has heralded a “new phase in 
HIV prevention” in the city. 

In their recent “Response to 
Updated Estimates of HIV Infec¬ 
tion in San Francisco, 2000,” DPH 
and the AIDS Research Institute of 
the University of California, San 
Francisco introduced a new “11- 
point action plan” designed to turn 
around new trends among some 
two dozen indicators of increasing 
unsafe sex among gay and bisexu¬ 
al men in the city (see sidebar). 

The plan, largely conceptual in 
nature, centers around the idea 
that the gay and bisexual male 
community should once again 
“take ownership for the epidemic.” 

“It’s not designed to be a fin¬ 
ished product,” said Steven Tier¬ 
ney, director of HIV prevention 
at DPH. “It’s designed to be the 
start of a conversation.” 

Take my ownership 

Chief among those who should 
take ownership, according to the 
plan, are two groups of people: 
HIV-positive top men, who should 
“take responsibility” for using a 
condom when fucking HIV-nega¬ 
tive bottoms; and HIV-negative 
bottoms, who should “take respon¬ 
sibility” for using a condom when 
being fucked by HIV-positive tops. 

“The best part is community 
ownership. That’s the biggest key,” 
said former Stop AIDS Project edu¬ 
cation director Dan Wohlfeiler, 
commenting on the draft plan. “But 
what worried me is the wonderful 
lofty goal of‘ownership,’” he said. 

Wohlfeiler suggests that these 
types of steps like counseling and 
individual interventions, designed 


because they are easy to implement 
and easy to measure outcome, make 
another kind of assumption: that 
people want to take ownership of 
the epidemic, as the plans directs. 

“My initial take is that I’m glad 
that leadership is coming from 
somewhere,” commented Buzz 
Bense, co-owner of the 8-year-old 
Eros sex club on Market Street that 
offers a host of HIV sex education 
workshops in conjunction with the 
Harvey Milk Institute. “Given that 
it’s a draft I don’t think that it’s per¬ 
fection incarnate.” 

Bense has also been a preven¬ 
tion activist in San Francisco for 15 
years, and is a former member of 
the city’s HIV Prevention Planning 
Council that divides up the CDC 
prevention pie. 

“I made the statement a couple 
years ago that barebacking is the 
SM of the 1990s,” said Bense. “It’s 
the thrill of violating the norm.” 

“What I perceive in our com¬ 
munity is it is totally uncool to crit¬ 
icize other people’s sexual practices 
or their recreational drug prac¬ 
tices,” Bense added. 

“I think there’s a shifting of the 
norm,” agreed Wohlfeiler. “This is 
a job that everyone has a part of.” 

“The. message that condoms 
should be used 100 percent of the 
time wasn’t real and wasn’t a mes¬ 
sage that resonated with a larger 
part of the community,” said 
DPH’s Tierney. 

John Newmeyer, an epidemiol¬ 
ogist with the Haight Ashbury Free 
Clinic and a member of the HPPC 
disagrees. “There’s a great democ¬ 
racy, a great equality in the message, 
‘use a condom very time,”’ he said, 
noting that with the 11-point plan, 
“You have an approach of, ‘Who’s 
positive and who’s negative?”’ 

Newmeyer felt that the plan was 
“rushed” and bureaucratic, but 
liked item #10, “Reality Check,” be¬ 
cause people need to hear that 
“HIV is a great hassle and embar¬ 
rassment on this life.” 

Newmeyer was chiefly concerned 
with the lack of attention to the need 
for better condoms and microbicides 
that would make the act of protected 
anal intercourse more enjoyable, 


The 11-point action plan 

T he following 11-point action plan was included in the “ Re¬ 
sponse to the Updated Estimates of HIV Infection in San Fran¬ 
cisco, 2000? jointly published August 9 by the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health and the AIDS Research Institute of the 
University of California, San Francisco. (The complete document 
may be viewed at www.dph.sf.ca.us]. 

1. Ownership. Take ownership of the epidemic, implementing 
culturally-specific, community-driven responses. Prevention is not 
done to a community, but by and with a community. 

2. Condoms for HIV-positive tops with HIV-negative bottoms. 
Assume responsibility. 

3. Condoms for HIV-negative bottoms with HIV-positive tops. 
Assume responsibility. 

4. Know your current HIV status. Get HIV tested every six 
months if you’ve had risky sex or needle use. Seek care if you are 
HIV-positive. 

5. Prevention for positives. Develop and expand HIV prevention 
programs that are designed by and for HIV-positive individuals. 

6. Eradicate bacterial STDs in gay men. Rectal gonorrhea, 
syphilis, chlamydia. 

7. Recovery. Expand drug treatment. Mature our substance abuse 
services to address real life issues facing gay men such as the rela¬ 
tionship between speed use, Viagra, and unprotected sex. 

8. Counsel. Rebuild the network and services for mental health 
and wellness. 

9. Positive care. Get more HIV-positive people into care, on to 
appropriate antiviral treatments, on better treatment regimens, im¬ 
prove adherence, and provide individually tailored counseling and 
care. 

10. Reality check. It remains a fundamental truth that it is better 
to remain HIV uninfected. If you are HIV-negative, stay that way! 

11. Gay men’s health matters. It is important that HIV prevention 
be nested within a broader health agenda for the community. ▼ 


plan for the city, and community 
members hope it will go beyond 
the basics. “My biggest question 
about the 11 points is numbers two 
and three. No where in there does 
it say that if you don’t know your 
partner’s status, then don’t as¬ 
sume,” said Wohlfeiler. 

DPH prevention so far, said 
Newmeyer, has failed. “The 
question from the public should 
be, ‘Why are you still here?’ The 
entire HPPC and the AIDS of¬ 
fice should- resign,” said 
Newmeyer. 

“It’s a mixed bag, there’s 
some success obviously,” said 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
asked whether the bureaucracy 
at DPH should be held ac¬ 
countable for the increased in¬ 
fection rate. 

“I thought it was a little too 
neat,” Ammiano said of the 
plan. “I was looking for the red 
ribbon, and I don’t mean the 
ribbon that you wear.” ▼ 


without the latex condoms that cur¬ 
rently cost a few cents. 

Condoms are not only disgust¬ 
ing, they are grossly uncomfort¬ 
able, say many gay men who’ve 
tried them. 

Female condoms, made from 
polyurethane, like male condoms 
are designed and tested to prevent 
pregnancy. Many guys say “they 
simply make too much noise,” ac¬ 
cording to Wohlfeiler, adding that 
one man reported to the Stop 
AIDS project that, “As I walked 
across the bar, I squeaked.” 

New devices and microbicides 
are clearly needed, according to gay 
men in San Francisco. 

“The U.S. government has not 
approved a single device for us to 
use to protect ourselves,” noted 
UCSF doctoral student and author 
Michael Scarce.

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How DPH cooked HIV 
infection numbers

M ^ et out your abacus, and fol- 
* low along, if you can. 
There’s some fancy math 
going on here. 

“If you times the percentage of 
new infections by the size of the 
population, you learn how many 
people are newly infected in any 
year,” Health Director Dr. Mitch 
Katz posited earlier this month. 
“The numbers in our presentation 
are very close to the numbers that 
were leaked earlier on, it was that 
we needed to do all of our home¬ 
work.” 

Introduced by a concerned 
Mayor Willie Brown at an August 
9 news conference, Katz was seek¬ 
ing to explain how his Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, along with 
the University of California, San 
Francisco, had jointly arrived at, 
and leaked to the media, a new es¬ 
timate that between 750 and 900 
people will become infected with 
HIV this year in San Francisco - a 
minimum 50 percent increase 
from the 500 annual infections the 
two institutions had estimated in 
their last concerted effort three 
years ago. 

Described by DPH epidemiol¬ 
ogist Dr. Willi McFarland in press 
reports as a “surge” in HIV infec¬ 
tions of “sub-Saharan African” 
levels, the shocking increase gal¬ 
vanized the creation of a new 
“HIV prevention plan,” released 
earlier this month by Katz and 
UCSF AIDS Research Institute Di¬ 
rector Dr. Tom Coates. 

However, upon closer analysis, 
at least half of Katz’s equation on 
which the much-ballyhooed new 
estimate and plan are based ap¬ 
pears to be highly vulnerable to 
critical scrutiny. 

“Some of it’s all so slight of 
hand. I don’t find it to be precise,” 
commented Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano, who 
held a hearing on the matter after 
the mayor’s press conference on 
August 9. “It’s always going to be 
ambiguous.” 

“Follow the trend, that’s what 
matters,” pleaded Katz to re¬ 
porters. “This has never been 
about whether San Francisco has 
736 new infections or 719 new in¬ 
fections; that’s not what matters. 
What matters is that infections are 
u P- k 

“Condom use is down, every¬ 
thing else is up,” Katz said. 

And indeed, few experts in the 
DPH-UCSF-dominated world of 
HIV prevention in San Francisco 
have openly questioned the esti¬ 
mates, shared on August 8 with of¬ 
ficials from the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

Yet the forecast of annual HIV 
infections in San Francisco, as 
with other population estimates, 
is seen as a tool to guide policy¬ 
making and budgeting, and the 
accuracy of the source documents 
used to contrive the estimates are 
critical to effective health plan¬ 
ning. 

The trend: X x Y = Z 

As Katz noted, only the first 
half of the equation which pro¬ 
duced DPH-UCSF’s widely-pub¬ 
licized estimate is based on the 
“percentage of new infections.” 
This percentage, which represents 


the rate of new HIV infections in 
San Francisco, was derived from 
an in-house analysis of 25 of the 
best available disease incidence 
studies of San Francisco popula¬ 
tions, many authored by UCSF or 
DPH researchers. 

Larger studies and studies that 
were seen as better designed were 
purportedly given more weight 
during the May 24 consensus de¬ 
liberations, which divined that the 
infection incidence rate among 
men who have sex with men in 
San Francisco had gone from 1.04 
percent in 1997 to 1.68 percent in 
2000. Among men who have sex 
with men and use injection drugs 
- a much smaller group - new in¬ 
fections increased from 1.99 to an 
estimated 4.58 percent per year, 
while HIV is actually decreasing 
among heterosexuals; notably, this 
decrease held true whether or not 
they inject drugs. (Among male- 
to-female transgendered women, 
the infection rate was estimated at 
2.81 percent, though figures were 
not available from previous years 
for comparison, and were there¬ 
fore not included in the DPH- 
UCSF bar charts.) 

DPH-UCSF epidemiologists 
then multiplied these new, higher 
infection rates by the estimated 
size of the HIV-negative “at-risk” 
populations living in the city at 
the beginning of this year, result¬ 
ing in the estimated number of 
new annual infections. 

To achieve the second figure of 
their equation, however, the re¬ 
searchers first had to use an inflat¬ 
ed estimate of the number of peo¬ 
ple who currently live in San Fran¬ 
cisco. As with the first number of 
the DPH-UCSF equation (the es¬ 
timated rate of infection), the sec¬ 
ond number was also arrived at by 
eyeballing available data sets from 
various sources, and synthesizing 
these into a wholly new approxi¬ 
mation. 

The problem is with one of the 
key sources used. 

According to the Health De¬ 
partment’s Policy and Planning 
office, all San Francisco depart¬ 
ments and agencies, as in other 
municipalities across the state, use 
annual population estimates from 
the California Department of Fi¬ 
nance to plan all programs and to 
guide policy-making decisions. 

The state DOF estimates that 
as of January 2000, there were 
801,400 people living in San Fran¬ 
cisco, an increase of 1 percent 
from the 793,300 living here one 
year earlier - still significantly 
higher than the city’s .1 percent 
increase estimated by the U.S. 
Census Bureau in its latest update 
prior to the 2000 census reports. 

Presumably leaving out chil¬ 
dren and lesbians, the DPH-UCSF 
juggernaut estimated that there 
were 584,395 heterosexuals and 
gay men in 1997, while as of this 
year the city held 696,094 - an in¬ 
crease of over 100,000 people, or 
20 percent, at a time when the va¬ 
cancy rate hovers around 1 per¬ 
cent. 

The total gay and bisexual male 
population went from 43,100 to 
52,000 this year, according to 
DPH-UCSF - an increase of over 
20 peitent from 1997. In addition 
to the total population, this esti¬ 
mate is predicated in part on a 
couple of telephone surveys in San 


Francisco and other cities, esti¬ 
mates that were revised upward to 
account for closeted homosexuals, 
and those with no telephone. 

The researchers then estimated 
that HIV-negative gay men who 
do not inject drugs increased from 
27,300 in 1997 to 34,014 this year, 
and HIV-negative gay men who 
do inject drugs increased from 
2,665 to 3,120. 

In any case, asked about the 
more accurate 1 percent rate of in¬ 
crease, which assumes that the dis¬ 
placement-challenged gay com¬ 
munity is having no better luck 
finding apartments than straight 
people, McFarland calculated that 
the total number of gay and bisex¬ 
ual men in the city would have in¬ 
creased from 43,100 to just 43,500 
this year. 

And if DPH-UCSF had used 
the authoritative numbers used by 
all other local and state govern¬ 
ment agencies - the 1 percent rate 
of increase - McFarland said that 
rather than a total of 37,134 HIV¬ 
negative men who have sex with 
men in San Francisco in 2000, 
there would be 31,059. 

After multiplying the lower es¬ 
timates by their respective esti¬ 
mated increases in the rate of new 
infections, the total number of 
new infections among all men 
who have sex with men in San 
Francisco in the year 2000 would 
be approximately 528, still up 
from the 336 estimated in 1997, 
but 188 fewer men than the 716 
cited this month by DPH-UCSF, 

If the heterosexual population 
also increased by just 1 percent, 
rather than about 20 percent, one 
would arrive at a total number of 
new infections somewhere around 
600, rather than the 900 number 
published everywhere from the 
San Francisco Chronicle to the 
New York Times. 

“This is the down side,” com¬ 
mented Ammiano. “As [former 
U.S. Surgeon General C. Everett] 
Koop said years ago, ‘this is a 
health issue, not a political issue.’” 

Moving right along 

The convoluted results are 
nearly impossible to evaluate 
without having been one of the 
few who participated in the pri¬ 
vate deliberations convened by 
DPH-UCSF. But according to Mc¬ 
Farland, who helped formulate 
the figures, there is a discrepancy. 

“It would be fair to say, if you 
went with the more ‘authoritative’ 
source and kept the gay popula¬ 
tion estimates comparable,” Mc¬ 
Farland acknowledged to the Bay 
Area Reporter after reworking the 
math, “you would go from 336 to 
528 [new infections among gay 
males].” 

“When you get into the num¬ 
bers crunching you get into the 
trust issue,” commented Ammi¬ 
ano. “I wouldn’t be adverse to hav¬ 
ing another hearing.” 

Trust is indeed a key issue, not 
only in evaluating the new numbers 
announced by DPH/UCSF, but in 
evaluating the new “ 11 -point action 
plan” published as a response to 
these numbers, a plan that begins 
with the word, “ownership.” 

“The appropriate question at 
this point I think for a reporter,” 
said Katz, “is, ‘so what is the city 
and county of San Francisco 
doing about it?’” Y 
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Dissidents ask, ‘HIV or poverty?’

L ast Thursday, August 24, 
nearly 100 people gathered 
to hear Christine Maggiore 
and Robin Scovill present their re¬ 
port from South Africa, which 
hosted the 13th International 
Conference on AIDS in Durban 
last month. The forum was spon¬ 
sored by HIV dissident groups 
ACT UP/San Francisco and 
HEAL 

Maggiore, who was profiled in 
the August 28 issue of Newsweek 
magazine, is an HIV-positive 
mother who does not take antivi¬ 
ral drugs or give them to her son. 
She is a proponent of the “HIV 
dissident” view that HIV does not 
cause AIDS, and that anti-HIV 
drugs are harmful and may actu¬ 
ally cause the collection of symp¬ 
toms and illnesses labeled AIDS. 
Her book, What if Everything You 
Thought You Knew About AIDS 
Was Wrong? is widely distributed 
by the dissident community. 

Unlike several recent local pre¬ 
sentations on HIV and AIDS, 
Thursday’s meeting was peaceful. 
Several AIDS activists were on 
hand to distribute materials de¬ 
bunking dissident views, but aside 
from some jeers during a brief 
question and answer period, no 
altercations ensued. 

Maggiore, who attended the 
Durban conference as an ex¬ 
hibitor, said she was well received 
and that attendees - especially 
Africans - eagerly snapped up the 
nearly 500 pounds of printed ma¬ 
terials she brought with her. Dur¬ 
ing her trip, Maggiore had the op¬ 
portunity to meet with such lumi¬ 
naries as Winnie Mandela, the for¬ 
mer wife of African National Con¬ 
gress leader Nelson Mandela, and 
South African President Thabo 
Mbeki. Mbeki generated consider¬ 
able media controversy this spring 
when he appointed a panel of or¬ 
thodox and dissident experts to 
examine the assumption that HIV 
causes AIDS. In response, some 
5,000 international scientists re¬ 
leased the Durban Declaration, 
which stated that scientific evi¬ 
dence was unequivocal in showing 
that the virus causes the disease. 

Proponents of unorthodox 
views about AIDS in Africa, no¬ 
tably history of science professor 
Dr. Charles Geshekter, claim that 
widely disseminated statistics 
about HIV in Africa - what Mag¬ 
giore calls an “epidemic of esti¬ 
mates and projections” - are not 
in accord with the number of ac¬ 
tual AIDS cases. For example, in 
South Africa there are said to be 4 
million HIV-positive people, yet 
only 12,000 confirmed AIDS 
cases, a ratio that diverges wildly 
from that seen in the U.S. Dissi¬ 
dents also claim that AIDS cases 
are often presumptively diagnosed 
without HIV tests, and that when 
HIV antibody tests are used, they 
can give false-positive results in 
people with a range of common 
conditions including malaria and 
pregnancy. 

A key focus of Maggiore’s talk 
and Scovill’s documentary film 
was the widespread poverty in 
South Africa. Mbeki and others 
have emphasized that Africans 
lack the most basic healthcare in¬ 
frastructure - including clean 
water and proper nutrition - and 
that these needs must be a higher 
priority than expensive anti-HIV 
drugs. The poverty in many devel¬ 
oping countries has worsened in 
recent decades in part due to 
crushing debt and austerity mea¬ 
sures imposed by international in¬ 
stitutions such as the World Bank 



and the International Monetary 
Fund, which often have the effect 
of further eroding already meager 
public health budgets. As Geshek¬ 
ter said in the film, Africans are 
dying of tuberculosis, malaria, 
malnutrition, dysentery, and other 
conditions that have the same 
classic symptoms as AIDS. 

To a chorus of boos and a few 
cheers from the audience, Scovill’s 
film portrayed Mark Wainberg of 
the International AIDS Society, 
the sponsor of the Durban con¬ 
ference, stating that renowned dis¬ 
sident Dr. Peter Duesberg was a 
“madman” and a “psychopath,” 
and that those who share his views 
“should be thrown in jail.” Dues¬ 
berg was later shown discussing 
how AZT works by terminating 
newly forming DNA chains in a 
way that affects the host as well as 
the virus. Using AZT to treat HIV, 
he said, “is like shooting nuclear 
weapons at bunnies ... you may 
kill some bunnies, but the forest 
doesn’t look very good after¬ 
wards.” The film- also showed 
Maggiore trying to convince 
Nkosi Johnson, an 11-year-old 


AIDS treatment poster boy who 
spoke at the Durban conference, 
to stop taking his AIDS drug 
“cocktail.” 

After a two-hour presentation, 
little time was left for questions 
and answers, and moderator Ron¬ 
nie Burk of ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co kept a tight rein on discussion 
and debate. One commentator 
emphasized that the forum’s title 
“HIV or Poverty?” was a mis¬ 
nomer, and that AIDS was due to 
both. One audience member asked 
why people in Africa get oppor¬ 
tunistic diseases associated with 
immune decline that were not 
seen prior to the epidemic, a ques¬ 
tion Maggiore failed to answer. 
Another asked why some people 
taking antiviral regimens seem to 
experience “miraculous recover¬ 
ies” despite the drugs’ many side 
effects. To this, Maggiore suggested 
that protease inhibitor drugs may 
inhibit the protease enzymes of 
funguses and other microorgan¬ 
isms that cause opportunistic in¬ 
fections, much as they may inter¬ 
fere with the protease enzymes of 
HIV and humans. 


Overall, it was clear that Mag¬ 
giore was largely preaching to 
the choir, and Burk got a round 
of cheers when he said “We 
don’t need to hear about scien¬ 
tific mumbo jumbo.” One audi¬ 
ence member suggested that if 
she is really interested in a civil 
debate, Maggiore should disso¬ 
ciate herself from ACT UP/San 


Francisco, which is known for 
disrupting forums held to dis¬ 
cuss orthodox ideas about HIV 
and AIDS. Maggiore responded 
that she was “not a gay man who 
had seen her world crumble,” 
and that while she would not do 
the things they do, she also 
“would not take away their 
means of expression.” ▼

Change Marijuana 


Dr. Donald Abrams explains his groundbreaking medical marijuana study

calorie that entered their body 
and took frequent blood samples 
for lab tests. 

The length of the trial was not 
arbitrary. Abrams knew that the 
impact of an effective antiviral 
therapy is easily seen within three 
weeks. He reasoned that “if there 
was going to be an adverse or ben¬ 
eficial effect of the cannabinoids, 
that would be enough time for us 
to see it.” 

A third of the patients were 
asked to smoke a marijuana ciga¬ 
rette with 3.95 percent THC three 
times a day. A third were given 
dronabinol, sold as the prescrip¬ 
tion drug Marinol, which contains 
THC. The remainder were given a 
placebo or fake pill that looked 
like the Marinol capsule. 

“The bottom line is that there 
was no statistically significant dif¬ 
ference between the three arms of 
the study,” said Abrams. “That 
means it is not likely that marijua¬ 
na or dronabinol increase viral 
load.” 

But there was an ever so slight 
increase in viral load in the place¬ 
bo arm and a slight decrease in 
viral load in the other two arms.

The poster he present¬ 
ed at the recent 13th Internation¬ 
al Conference on AIDS in Dur¬ 
ban, South Africa, “Short-term ef¬ 
fects of cannabinoids on HIV-1 
viral load,” was the culmination of 
years of struggle just to get the 
trial approved. It is the first study 
of marijuana in people with HIV 
infection. 

Cannabinoids, including THC, 
are the active chemical com¬ 
pounds in marijuana. Receptors 
or docking stations for cannabi¬ 
noids are found on cells in the 
central nervous system and brain. 
More recently they have been 
identified on cells in the immune 
system. The short-term mating of 
cannabinoid and receptor pro¬ 
duces the buzz or high of mari¬ 
juana as well as the therapeutic ef¬ 
fects ascribed to the natural prod¬ 
uct. It also has led some to say that 
marijuana is dangerous. 

The foundation of Abrams’s 
trial at the University of Califor¬ 
nia at San Francisco was a safety 
study to see if there was any harm¬ 
ful interaction between marijuana 
and protease inhibitors when used 
together. The liver metabolizes 
both through the same pathway, 
the P-450 system. Another natur¬ 
al product, St. John’s wort, which 
is metabolized the same way, has 
been found to clear some HIV and 
other drugs from the body faster 
than usual, so the potential for 
harmful interaction was there. 

The 67 patients in the trial had 
stable HIV disease and were on a 
regimen that contained a protease 
inhibitor. The 25-day trial re¬ 
quired that they be hospitalized 
the entire time, with no visitors, 
while the staff monitored every 


Abrams theorized that “cannabi¬ 
noids maybe boosting the levels of 
protease inhibitors in the blood.” 
An alternative explanation maybe 
that they are modulating the im¬ 
mune system. Analyses of blood 
drug levels and immune function 
have not yet been completed, they 
may help answer the question. 

AIDS wasting was a serious 
problem when the trial was de¬ 
signed several years ago. The 
smoking arm clearly demonstrat¬ 
ed “the munchies” effect of mari¬ 
juana as those patients increased 
both their caloric intake and 
weight. A similar but lesser effect 
was seen in the Marinol arm, 
something that had not been 
shown in earlier trials, though 
Abrams conceded that the trial was 
not designed with adequate size to 
prove these points conclusively. 

Abrams wants to move on to 
studies that look at specific uses of 
marijuana. “There is some sugges¬ 
tion that marijuana may have an 
effect on pain, particularly neuro¬ 
pathic pain, which is not usually 
responsive to opioids.” Neuropa¬ 
thy is a side effect associated with 
several AIDS drugs. 

But nausea is his area of great¬ 
est interest. In screening partici¬ 
pants for the trial, which required 
people to abstain from using mar¬ 
ijuana for at least 30 days prior to 
enrolling, he found that many 
could not do it because they al¬ 
ready were using marijuana to 
control nausea associated with 
their therapy. 

“People asked if I was afraid 
that adherence would decrease if 
the patients are stoned,” Abrams 
said. “But the truth might be that 
smoking marijuana might make 
people able to take their therapy 
better than if they don’t smoke.” 

The “medical grade” marijua¬ 
na provided for the trial by the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse 
has a THC content of less than 
half of what is commonly found 
on the street, according to an 
analysis of marijuana purchased 
at buyer’s clubs nationwide. 

Abrams believes that it may be 
better to use more potent pot be¬ 
cause medical users will adjust 
their dose downward to what is 
required to relieve their nausea. 
And that will mean “less exposure 
to the potential [carcinogenic] ef¬ 
fects of smoking.” 

Abrams is writing up a paper 
on the study for publication in a 
medical journal. He hopes that as 
“the first study of marijuana in 
people with HIV infection, it will 
be widely disseminated.” Another 
handful of papers are likely on nu¬ 
tritional, metabolic and other as¬ 
pects of the data-intense trial. T

Lesbians and cancer 
confab in D.C.

L esbian health advocates will 
gather in Washington, D.C., 
September 21-23 for Healing 
Works: The First National Confer¬ 
ence on Lesbians and Cancer. The 
Mary-Helen Mautner Project for 
Lesbians with Cancer is sponsor¬ 
ing the conference. It is the only 
national organization dedicated to 
that effort. 

“It’s the 10th anniversary of the 
Mautner Project and we definitely 
wanted to do more than have a 
party,” said Kathleen DeBold, its 
executive director. In anticipation 
of that milestone they sent out a 
needs assessment survey to lead¬ 
ers in lesbian health issues. One of 
the consistent themes that orga¬ 
nizers heard was the need for a 
face-to-face meeting to exchange 
information on lesbians and can¬ 
cer. 

Healing Works is “throwing a 
very wide net” to attract medical 
professionals, advocates, and can¬ 
cer survivors themselves, said De- 
Bold. “A lot of times researchers, 
activists, and health care providers 
don’t talk to each other. Everyone 
is in their own little groups. 

“The main purpose of the 
meeting is to set an agenda for les¬ 
bian cancer activists,” she said, “to 
start a dialogue, to learn and share 
with each other.” A long-term goal 
is to better integrate patients as 
partners in the research and 
health care processes. 


“Often patients are the ones 
who are left out of these kinds of 
meetings and discussions,” said 
DeBold. “But they are the reason 
why all of these organizations 
exist. Their inclusion is going to 
make a huge difference in the out¬ 
come.” 

The conference is drawing “un¬ 
precedented” support from agen¬ 
cies within the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services, 
including the National Institutes 
of Health, according to organizers. 
The Human Rights Campaign 
and the Gill Foundation are 
among other financial backers. 

“The level of support has been 
pretty overwhelming,” said De¬ 
Bold. “That has helped us to give 
scholarships to underserved pop¬ 
ulations - lesbian youth, seniors, 
women of color.” The registration 
fee - $250 in advance and $350 at 
the door - can be partially or fully 
waived and there is limited sup¬ 
port for travel and housing. Con¬ 
tact the Mautner Project for more 
information. 

“The Mautner Project has been 
doing incredible work and very 
important work for the past 10 
years,” said Maureen S. O’Leary, 
executive director of the Gay and 
Lesbian Medical Association. 
“This next step - bringing every¬ 
one together for the conference - 
is also profoundly important. 
GLMA is certainly going to be 
there.” 

The Mautner Project also an¬ 
nounced a new book Coming Out

of Cancer: Writings from the Les¬ 
bian Cancer Epidemic. It is edited 
by Bay Area Reporter contributor 
Victoria A. Brownworth, an 
award-winning author who is a 
cancer survivor. The anthology of 
life stories about dealing with can¬ 
cer includes contributions from 
Rachel Carson, Joan Nesde, Audre 
Lourde, and many others. The 
book will be released at the con¬ 
ference in September and will be 
available from the project and at 
bookstores.

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A non-judgmental 
approach with crystal

S peed use is once again in the 
news. The recent Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health statis¬ 
tics on increasing HIV infections 
in gay men is causing concern that 
speed may be at least partially the 
cause of the rising infection rate. 
The data shows that the increase 
is correlated to the rising infec¬ 
tions in gay men who are IVDU 
users. The rates in those men have 
changed the most, from 2 percent 
in 1997 to 4.6 percent in 2000. 
Those men are most likely shoot¬ 
ing speed, not heroin, so, with 
these statistics, health officials be¬ 
lieve that speed is contributing to 
the rise in HIV infections. Al¬ 
though some epidemiologists in 
town point to declining numbers 
of crystal users showing up in the 
city’s emergency rooms, these sta¬ 
tistics are not broken down by 
sexual orientation. Most observers 
think that crystal use, if not in¬ 
creasing, certainly continues to be 
at a very high rate in the gay com¬ 
munity. 

But in the era of HIV treat¬ 
ment, with people living longer, 
healthier lives, many have started 
or gone back to using speed and 
other party drugs after years of 
living through desperation and 
death. But the epidemic, even with 
the success of treatment for many, 
still often produces isolation, 
loneliness, and depression, which 
sometimes then leads people to 
turn to drugs. And, in the era of 
post sexual liberation, others use 
speed as a social lubricant to 
lessen inhibitions and allow 
greater sexual exploration and in¬ 
creased sexual freedom, which 
often includes barebacking, the 
unsafe activity of abstaining from 
condom use. 

Whatever the reason, it is clear 
that speed is a popular trend. 
Everywhere you look, gay men are 
talking about its effects. In chat 
rooms, porn magazines, circuit 
parties, and certain S&M and 
leather scenes, there is discussion 
about prolonged evenings of 
speed use combined with the 
stimulatory effects of Viagra. 

Tim (not his real name), a gay 
man concerned about his speed 


bingeing told me that he definite¬ 
ly can relate his increased use to 
“the ability to party all night” and 
“experiment further into wilder 
sex.” And he said, “once you start, 
you just want more, one feel-good 
scene perpetuates another.” 

Speed, also known as crystal, 
crank, crissy, or tina is metham- 
phetamine, a psychostimulant 
that has powerful aphrodisiac ef¬ 
fects on the brain. Adverse prob¬ 
lems such as hypothermia, 
convulsions, and cardio¬ 
vascular difficulties 
that may lead to 
death have been re¬ 
ported. The drug can 
also cause damage to 
the blood vessels in the 
brain, resulting in strokes. 

And the underly¬ 
ing problem 
with crystal is 
that it is highly 
addictive. 

Speed use is related to geo¬ 
graphic area where the drug is 
made in underground laborato¬ 
ries, where it is most available. The 
West Coast is known for higher 
prevalence of speed because of the 
many local labs and distribution 
routes. Some East Coast cities, such 
as Pittsburgh and Atlanta, are now 
experiencing their own speed epi¬ 
demics among gay men. 

Regardless of the trend in the 
use of crystal, there will always be 
gay men partying, while others 
may seek help with addiction or 
curbing their use according to 
their own individual lifestyles and 
personalities. There are lots of 
programs available to help with 
the situation, and non-judgmen¬ 
tal opportunities to help the user 
help himself. 

These non-judgmental pro¬ 
grams are based on what is called 
harm reduction, because they seek 
to guide the client in ways to “re¬ 
duce the harm” caused by their 
use of crystal, including exposure 
to STDs and HIV while on the 
drug. Harm reduction is more re¬ 
alistic and is especially important 
for HIV-positive men, who, while 
on crystal, may be exposing them¬ 
selves to other pathogens, further 
weakening their impaired im¬ 
mune systems. Tim, an HlV-posi- 
tive gay man, has tried several 
times to seek help with 12-step 


and abstinence-only programs, 
but said, “They make me feel bad 
about myself and my use of speed, 
and I go out and want to use 
more, which replaces the guilt, 
and continues my habit.” 

One speed harm reduction 
program in San Francisco for men 
who have sex with men, regardless 
of how they identify themselves, is 
called the Stonewall Project. Or¬ 
ganized in late 1997, the goal of 
the program is to provide a safe 
environment where men who 
have sex with men can 
learn to deal with their 
crystal issues without 
any stipulations, pre¬ 
conditions, or guilt¬ 
laden finger-pointing and 
blaming. It is a program 
where men are 
able to learn how 
to use crystal 
more safely, learn 
to reduce their use, or stop crystal 
without having to give up other 
substances, or even end up stop¬ 
ping all substances. 

Michael Siever, an AIDS ac¬ 
tivist, psychologist, and creator of 
the project, said, “After participat¬ 
ing in Stonewall, many people de¬ 
cide to give speed up completely, 
but everyone decides for them¬ 
selves within their individual and 
group counseling. It is more pow¬ 
erful when someone owns a deci¬ 
sion, rather than forcing someone 
to fall in the cookie-cutter men¬ 
tality of abstinence-only. Absti¬ 
nence-only programs can be very 
boot camp; most gay men are 
rebels, so they don’t do well in that 
kind of environment. The 
Stonewall Project applies gay 
men’s sensibilities.” 

Siever has a long history of 
working with substance users. As 
early as 1991, he worked with Op¬ 
eration Concern, which was then 
more of a 12-step recovery program 
for anyone using any drugs. After 
growing frustration with absti¬ 
nence-only programs, he advocated 
and pushed for the creation of the 
Stonewall Project from the city. 

Stonewall is not alone in offer¬ 
ing harm reduction to gay men 
who use speed. Siever said, “There 
is the Neon program in Seattle 
and the Van Ness House program 
in Los Angeles which runs an in- 
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Supreme Court denies medical marijuana

O n Tuesday, August 29, the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
against the provision of med¬ 
ical marijuana to California pa¬ 
tients whose doctors recommend 
the herb. The 7-1 decision came as 
the result of an emergency request 
from the Clinton administration 
asking the court to postpone allow¬ 
ing a decision by U.S. District Judge 
Charles Breyer to take effect. 

Breyer’s July 17 ruling - which 
reversed his own earlier decision 
from 1998 - would have allowed the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ Co-op to 
provide marijuana to those with 
proof of medical need. This decision 
came after the 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled that “medical necessi¬ 
ty” was a recognized defense against 
federal drug distribution charges, 
and asked the judge to reconsider his 
previous ruling. Breyer ruled that 
the federal government failed to 


demonstrate why seriously ill pa¬ 
tients should not have access to mar¬ 
ijuana. The long-running case is an 
outcome of Proposition 215, the 
1996 California initiative that al¬ 
lowed ill persons to grow and use 
medical marijuana for specific pur¬ 
poses; the proposition did not in¬ 
clude provisions for the distribution 
of medical cannabis. 

The federal government first 
made an appeal to the 9th Circuit 
Court, which denied the request on 
August 21, prompting federal 
lawyers to petition the higher court. 
In its emergency request to the 
Supreme Court, the Department of 
Justice claimed that Breyer’s ruling 
would “promote disrespect and dis¬ 
regard for an act of Congress that is 
central to combating illicit drug traf¬ 
ficking and use by giving a judicial 
stamp of approval to the open and 
notorious distribution of substances 
to potentially thousands of users 
without any of the strict controls re¬ 
quired.” Federal lawyers further as¬ 


serted that the ruling would create 
“incentives for drug manufacturers 
and distributors to invoke the as¬ 
serted needs of others as a justifica¬ 
tion for their drug trafficking.” The 
Oakland club argued against the 
government’s request, claiming that 
there was no evidence to suggest that 
medical cannabis laws hampered 
the prosecution of drug laws. 

The DOJ initially made its re¬ 
quest to Justice Sandra Day O’Con¬ 
nor, who referred the matter to the 
full Supreme Court. The single dis¬ 
senting vote came from Justice John 
Paul Stevens, who said the govern¬ 
ment had “failed to demonstrate that 
the denial of necessary medicine to 
seriously ill and dying patients will 
advance the public interest or that 
the failure to enjoin the distribution 
of such medicine will impair the or¬ 
derly enforcement of federal crimi¬ 
nal statutes.” Justice Stephen Breyer 
recused himself because Charles 
Breyer, who issued the district court 
ruling, is his brother.

Tomata du 
Plenty was born 
David Xavier Har- 
rigan in New York 
on May 28, 1948, 
and died in San 
Francisco on Au¬ 
gust 21, 2000. 
Tomata led a full 
life of artistic 
achievement. He 
grew up in Los Angeles. In the early 
1970s in San Francisco he appeared in 
the Cockettes movie Tricia’s Wedding. 
In Seattle, he co-founded a perfor¬ 
mance group, Ze Whiz Kidz. In New 
York in 1974 he performed in the Palm 
Casino Revue. Back in Seattle, he was 
in a band called The Tupperwares that 
metamorphosed into The Screamers, a 
Los Angeles-based punk band using 
keyboards rather than guitars. The 
band’s logo, a caricature of Tomata 
screaming, was later appropriated by 


ACT UP. His film projects included 
“Population One.” In the early 1980s he 
began showing his paintings in L.A. He 
moved to Miami Beach in 1989, where 
he continued making and showing art. 
He relocated to New Orleans in the late 
1990s. His paintings appeared in the 
1999 punk retrospective “Forming” in 
Los Angeles. In March, 2000 he had an 
art show at Cafe Vesuvio in San Fran¬ 
cisco called “Black Leather Kerouac.” 
His art can be seen at Tomataduplen- 
ty.com. Memorial plans are still under 
way.

In the mid 1980s, Clive toured Aus¬ 
tralia with La Cage Aux Folles. He also 
dressed Bill Cosby in the film Leonard, 
Pt. 6. Clive then became involved with 
the work he loved most, working at San 
Francisco Opera and San Francisco 
Ballet. With the Opera, Clive was a 


principal dresser. At the Ballet, Clive 
acted as wardrobe coordinator in addi¬ 
tion to his duties as a dresser. 

Clive shared his love for the movies 
and his own special kind of music with 
friends by making countless videos and 
tapes. His love for the city included 
long walks at the beach, sharing sunsets 
with those he loved, and of course end¬ 
less theatrical gossip. He kept up a reg¬ 
ular correspondence with many friends 
all over the world. There’ll never be an¬ 
other Clive. 

He is survived by his very special 
mother.

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Kee Kee Sellers, compassionately released, dies at 32

K eith Wayne Sellers, a 
transgendered woman 
also known as Kee Kee, 
lost her battle with AIDS-relat¬ 
ed complications on August 21. 
She was 32. 

Sellers died two months after 
being granted compassionate 
release from Corcoran State 
Prison in California, a men’s fa¬ 
cility where she had been 
housed since 1997. Toward the 
end of her stay there, she had 
lost 50 pounds and was unable 


to walk, yet her compassionate 
release was a hard-fought battle 
even after prison staff and for¬ 
mer prosecutors endorsed her 
right to die among family mem¬ 
bers. The release process in¬ 
volved many letters and phone 
calls of support nationwide. Al¬ 
though California law calls for 
the compassionate release for 
prisoners with less than six 
months to live who pose no 
threat to society, Department of 
Corrections Director Cal Ter- 
hune denied the request, then 
denied it again on appeal. The 
release was finally granted on 


June 23, and Kee Kee spent the 
last two months of her life sur¬ 
rounded by her family. 

Kee Kee is survived by sever¬ 
al close family members, a part¬ 
ner of three years, and many 
friends. Her last days were spent 
laughing, eating barbecue, and 
visiting with loved ones, and her 
life was a true example of how a 
positive outlook can make all 
the difference. T

novative program with street 
youth, many of them sex workers, 
using art therapy and other inter¬ 
esting ways to engage people.” 
When asked what more should be 
done to help the program, Siever, 
who sits on the city’s Substance 
Abuse Treatment on Demand 
Planning Council said, “There 
needs to be help for people when 
they want it - if you don’t catch 
people when they ask for help, 
they are often lost for a long time. 


Treatment on demand is crucial.” 

Funded by the Department of 
Public Health for only $150,000 a 
year, Stonewall has a small staff: 
Siever as part-time director, two 
part-time counselors, and one 
part-time administrative assistant. 
“Obviously, funding is critical be¬ 
cause we now can only work with 
about 25-35 people and there are 
always others on the waiting list,” 
Siever said. 

He concluded, “There needs to 
be more public discussion of the 
role of drugs in our lives in gener¬ 
al. Our moralistic society needs to 
open up to listening, understand¬ 


ing, and funding of innovative 
programs that can actually help 
people in the ways they want 
help.” San Francisco has been the 
leader of programs such as these, 
now the Department of Public 
Health must ensure their continu¬ 
ity and expansion to match the 
trends. T

try to sell off our problems.” 

Young, 37, an African Ameri¬ 
can lesbian, said she has yet to 
meet Superintendent Arlene Ack¬ 
erman. The new superintendent 
started work earlier this month 
after running public schools in 
Washington, D.C., where Young 
once lived. Young has more than 
14 years of experience in national 
and local HIV/AIDS work. She 
founded the National Women’s 
and HIV/AIDS Project and 
worked foPThe National Women’s 
Health Network, Metro 
TeenAIDS, and the National Asso¬ 
ciation of People with AIDS, 
where she served as an assistant 
director in the late 1980s. 

Currently, Young works as an 
organizational development con¬ 
sultant. 

Young said that one of her goals 
if elected will be to develop effec¬ 
tive partnerships between the 
school district and city, state, and 
federal agencies, as well as include 
parents and students. “Last year 
was the end of the parents’ adviso¬ 
ry council,” Young pointed out, 
adding that she would like to either 
get the advisory panel up and run¬ 
ning or establish a similar mecha¬ 
nism for parents and students to 
communicate with the board. 

So far, Young has been busy 
campaigning; on Monday, she re¬ 


ceived the endorsement of the 
Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club’s political action 
committee. She has also secured 
the endorsements of San Francis¬ 
co Supervisors Mark Leno, Gavin 
Newsom, and Amos Brown. 

Young was critical of one re¬ 
cent change in the makeup of the 
school board. Last week, board 
member Steve Phillips resigned; 
the move allows Mayor Willie 
Brown to appoint someone to 
serve out the few remaining 
months of Phillips’s term. The 
likely person to be appointed is 


Shawn Richard, who’s also a can¬ 
didate for the school board. The 
move would give Richard the ad¬ 
vantage of incumbency. 

“I think it sends the wrong 
message,” Young said. “It sends the 
wrong message to students. We do 
have to struggle. If there is a com¬ 
mitment to diversity on the board, 
the mayor should be behind all 
the diverse candidates.” T

T he Dodgers win the penance! 
The Dodgers win the 
penance! 

Penance, that is, from what has 
been widely reported as thuggish 
and lesbo-phobic behavior on the 
part of security guards and prud¬ 
ish fans, who merely had to voice 
an anonymous complaint to have 
two smooching women 
kicked out of Dodger Sta¬ 
dium in Los Angeles dur¬ 
ing an August 8 game 
against the Chicago Cubs. 

Danielle Goldey and 
Meredith Kott weren’t even 
tongue-dancing, according 
to reports, just kissed a 
few times after cele¬ 
brating a run by their 
team (actually Rupert 
Murdoch owns the 
Dodgers, but anyway). 

Apparently the sight of two 
women kissing distracted a few 
irate fans from their view of pro¬ 
fessional baseball players scratch¬ 
ing their crotches, spitting and 
hurling bats each other. 

The women’s friends, avowed 
heterosexuals, were also kissing, 
but not ejected. It took eight 
guards to oust the lesbian couple. 
They didn’t resist. It just took that 
many oafs doing pretty much 
nothing but husking peanuts to 
surround the women, threaten 
them, and then confusedly take 
them out of the stadium without 
explaining why, other than mak¬ 
ing vague references to “lewd be¬ 
havior.” 

Hurling racist invective, guz¬ 


zling beer, wearing foam cheese 
on your head, and extensive burp¬ 
ing are appropriate fan behavior 
for a game, apparently. Sapphic 
smooching is not. 

In a highly orchestrated show 
of good intentions, Dodgers rep¬ 
resentatives turned tail quickly, 
and were overtly apologetic, par¬ 
ticularly when faced with a com¬ 
pletely justified lawsuit from the 
women’s attorney, Bernie Bern- 
heim. 

In an effusively 
apologetic press 
conference August 
23, where the women 
smooched while wearing 
Dodgers caps, team presi¬ 
dent Bob Graziano said he 
“was troubled ... be¬ 
cause of what it im¬ 
plied about the 
Dodger organization. 
It means a lot to me 
that you are Dodger 
fans,” he told Goldey and Kott. 
“We will continue to do the right 
thing.” 

And they have, by offering 
thousands of tickets to various gay 
organizations throughout the 
greater Los Angeles area. 

“I think they stepped up to the 
plate more than they had to,” 
Goldey told the Associated Press. 
“All we wanted was an apology ... 
I’m very proud to be a Dodger 
fan.” 

“I’m extremely happy with the 
results,” Kott said. 

The Dodgers organization has 
a non-discrimination and domes¬ 
tic partners policy. Sensitivity 
training is said to be undertaken 
for the offending employees. I 


wonder what the players think? 

The Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation even got on 
the gay baseball bandwagon by or¬ 
ganizing Gay and Lesbian Day at 
Dodger Stadium, this Wednesday. 
Proceeds will benefit the group, 
which claims that this will be “the 
first-ever Gay 8c Lesbian night at 
Dodger Stadium.” 

Actually, Queer Nation had its 
own GLBT Day at Dodger Stadi¬ 
um in 1991, after a similar inci¬ 
dent occurred. While less publi¬ 
cized (possibly because the ha¬ 
rassed homos couldn’t afford 
lawyers), the event is documented 
in this week’s festive photo. 

Despite GLAAD’s usual revi¬ 
sionism, the event should be 
amusing. Tickets are only $10 and 
proceeds will benefit GLAAD’s ef¬ 
forts to give awards to Para- 
mount-owned TV shows with 
token gay characters. The game 


will be held on September 6, at 
7:05 pm. A map and parking in¬ 
structions will be included with 
your ticket purchase (in case 
you’re one of those gay people 
who only goes to sports events 
when the space has been de-ho- 
mophobicized). 

One thousand seats are desig¬ 
nated in the stadium’s reserve level 
for GLAAD and the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Center, “so you 
will be amongst family!” (Mean¬ 
ing you won’t have to sit with the 
drunken straights who’ll throw 
peanut shells at you).

I recall attending a Montreal 
Expos game in 1989 with about 
300 fellow ACT UPers. We handed 
out about 10,000 condoms (with 
few complaints), and sat up in the 
cheap seats, swilling beers and 
sodas.

Of course, the Dodgers debacle 
would have been a different story 
had it been two men kissing, 
something on the order of “Gay 
men beaten to bloody pulps at 
baseball game.” Baseball fans and 
other avowed hets always seem a 
bit more tolerant of lesbians than 
they are of gay men, except for the 
witty eunuchs on TV that GLAAD 
adores. 

If only a few Dodgers and Cubs 
players would smooch on the 
mound, then utter panic would 
break out.

Once a child star ; 
Danny Pintauro stars 
in The Velocity of Gary 

A lot of the folks out there in TV land apparently knew that 
Danny Pintauro was gay long before he did. 

Pintauro, who played Judith Light’s rambunctious son 
on the long-running sitcom Who's the Boss?, didn’t figure it 
out for himself until he got to Stanford University. Even he now looks 
at reruns with a knowing eye. 

“I look back on the show and think,‘My God, what a faggot,’ and 
people say that to me all the time,” the 24-year-old actor said. “There 
are a lot of older gay men who say, ‘My gaydar went off as soon as I 
saw you.’ I used to take big offense to the idea that people thought I 
was gay on the show, because I was totally unconscious of it.” 

But once he got to Stanford, the pieces began to fit, and he came 
out on campus without reservation. Before long, the National En¬ 
quirer came a-calling. “I was totally expecting to be outed in some 
magazine sooner or later,” he said. “The more surprising part was 
that they still cared.” 

Since graduating in 1998, Pintauro has focused on edgy theater, 
playing Oscar Wilde’s lover in Gross Indecencies in North Carolina, a 
hormonally raging teenage son of a pornographer in Paula Vogel’s 
Hot V Throbbing in Washington, DC, and a gay hustler in The Ve¬ 
locity of Gary (Not His Real Name) in New York. 

Pintauro is repeating his performance in The Velocity of Gary at 
New Conservatory Theatre Center, where a four-week run opens 
Sept. 6. James Still’s one-man play centers on a young naive gay hus¬ 
tler trying to make it on the mean streets of Manhattan. As his seedy 
adventures are replayed, his hopes for a different kind of life are also 
conveyed. The production comes with a warning of “male nudity and

Q ueer and queerish films have 
come to be increasingly de 
rigeur in the modern cinema 
landscape, with a subsequent 
broadening of the types of 
queers portrayed. The day of the vampire les¬ 
bian and the queer psycho killer isn’t exactly 
dead, but such beloved stereotypes are more 
likely to be celebrated or camped-up than 
vilified, as in the past. In this post-everything 
world, gay werewolves, respectable dykes, 
macho dancers, teenage girl boxers, and even 
cocksucking auteurs happily coexist. The 
boundaries are sufficiently blurred that some 
of these characters are not precisely queer 
but queer-coded, welcomed as their own by 
both gay and straight audiences. 

The fall movie scene looks to be richly 
queer, with the above-mentioned group 
sharing cinematic space with such icons of 
homo life as the Marquis de Sade, William 
Burroughs, San Francisco lap dancers, and 
that timeless troupe, cutthroat-competitive 
poodle queens. (Playdates may change; check 
your local listings.) 

Not surprisingly, since men rule the roost, 
there appear to be more male-oriented fea¬ 
tures than female in this season’s gay-la of¬ 
ferings. The first, opening Sept. 8, is Francois 
Ozon’s Water Drops on Burning Rocks, an 
adaptation of a Fassbinder play that he either 
forgot or purposely shelved, apparently be¬ 
cause it involved an affair he had as a young 
man with an older queen. Discovered after 
his death, the play makes a dandy claustro¬ 
phobic chamber piece, with a winsome trick 
slowly, viciously disabused of every ideal by a 
predatory old (50, that is) queen. You don’t 
have to be a Fassbinder freak to appreciate 
this film’s black vision of a world of homo 
hunters and hunted. 

Jon Shear’s Urbania, opening September 
15, is a queer odyssey through Manhattan 
with tormented Charlie (Dan Futterman) 
avenging a friend’s fagbashing. Flashbacks 
and forwards and a gritty view of New York 
City as a Boschian nightmare give this dire, 
violent story poetic resonance. Opening the 
same day at the Castro is the real-life night¬ 
mare of Paragraph 175. This doc by locals 
Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Friedman somehow 
managed to unearth queers who survived the 
Nazi death camps, along the way limning the 
gruesome history of homos living under that 
particular reign of terror. 

Hello, Hellacious 

Fervent spiritual seekers may want to pop 
into the Castro the next week to see William 
Friedkin’s seminal glop ’n’ gorefest The Exor¬ 
cist (1973). The draw here is an additional 15 
minutes of footage, though it’s not clear if 
this consists of anything more than different 
angles of projectile vomiting by that unpre¬ 
dictable scamp and hellspawn Linda Blair. 
The film is, of course, must viewing for 
queers in its skewering of mainstream 
straight religion. 

Perhaps a matinee of that barf-o-rama 
could be followed by an evening with 
Christopher Guest’s Best in Show. Guest’s 
Waiting for Guffman impressed many view¬ 
ers with its slashing satire of a dinner theater 
company, and this time Guest sweetly as¬ 
saults another treasure of lowbrow American 
culture, the dog show. Among the crazed en-

Lively arts this autumn 

From folk art to major collections on view

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G et our your calendars, cul¬ 
ture vultures! The summer 
doldrums are over, and Bay 
Area arts institutions are rolling 
out the red carpet with their fall 
programs. 

Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts continues to concoct some of 
the most innovative program¬ 
ming in the Bay Area. Juvenilia, 
which opens on November 4, ex¬ 
plores ideas about young adults 
and includes the work of Tom 
Friedman. His use of mass-dis¬ 
tributed objects like ballpoint 
pens and chewing gum both 
pokes fun at and elegizes the hey¬ 
day of Pop Art. Later this season, 
in February, Try This On invites 
artists whose medium is them¬ 
selves, their costumes, and their 
make-up to investigate contempo¬ 
rary social behavior. Among the 
artists who re-create themselves 
for art are Korean-born Nikki Lee 
(whose Zelig-like act consists of 
photographing herself in assumed 
identities on location, as Ohio 
trailer trash, Manhattan Yuppie, 
or East Village Japanese) and the 
team of Pierre et Gilles, whose 
painted photographs hover “be¬ 
tween kitsch and rarefied expres¬ 
sions of the sublime.” 

Evenings in Yerba Buena’s the¬ 
ater look as interesting as days in 
the galleries. Among the perfor¬ 
mances that look most promising 
are a recital by cellist Joan Jenre- 
naud, followed by a conversation 
with the musician, on October 5. 
Jenrenaud is an artist-in-residence 
at Yerba Buena, and her perfor¬ 
mance will comprise an innova¬ 
tive marriage of cello and alterna¬ 
tive media. The following week, 
from Nov. 12-15, visionary chore¬ 
ographer Ralph Lemon will dance 
the second part of his Geography 
Trilogy, a metaphorical visit to 
Asia (the other two parts are Asia 
and North America), and in No¬ 
vember the irreverent Compagnie 
Cahin-Caha Cirque Batard will 
put on an energetic, six-member 
circus like “none you’ve ever expe¬ 
rienced,” the YBCA press office 
promises. Local performance 
artist Keith Hennessey is part of 
the French-American troupe. 

At the Fine Arts Museums of 
San Francisco, a retrospective of 
Edward Hicks paintings opens on 
September 23. Seventy-five works 
of the enigmatic Quaker creator of 
The Peaceable Kingdom should 
draw great crowds of admirers of 
folk art and early Americana. 
Continuing a tradition of excel¬ 
lence in presenting works on 
paper at the Legion of Honor, an 
exhibition of old master prints 
from the Berolzheimer Collection 
is the latest offering of the Achen- 
bach Foundation, which acquired 
the collection in 1998. The exhibi¬ 
tion, which opens on September 
9, includes works by Rembrandt, 
Dtirer, Mantegna, Guido Reni and 
others. You’ll need to act quickly 
to catch Elder Arts at the deYoung; 
it runs only from September 27 to 
October 8. The brief installation 
includes artwork by 90 nursing 
home residents, as well as paint¬ 
ings by prominent Bay Area artist 
Raymond Saunders.

San Francisco Opera fall season on disc

’m tired of repeating this, but 
the true operatic experience is 
not about how people look or 
even how they sound. It is not 
about modern music theater. It is 
not about original productions. It 
is not even about whether Mozart 
is a better composer than 
Massenet. The operatic experience 
is what happens when a particular 
piece of music is sung in a partic¬ 
ular way by a particular voice and 
you, the listener, “get it.” 

In an ideal world, everybody 
would make these decisions for 
themselves, and you wouldn’t 
need me to arbitrate. But, face it, 
this is not an ideal world, and be¬ 
sides, I like to arbitrate. Feel free 
to disagree. As the San Francisco 
Opera opens its 78th season next 
Friday night with a gala in honor 
of general director Lotfi Man- 
souri, here are a few idiosyncratic 
suggestions for home listening of 
this fall’s interesting repertory. 

Luisa Miller (Verdi) — This 
1849 transitional piece is just close 
enough to the “Big Three” — 
Rigoletto (1851), II Trovatore and 
La Traviata (1853) — to be 
touched by Verdi’s mature genius, 
but retro enough to require bel 
canto technique. That said, I pre¬ 
fer James Levine’s muscular Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera set (Sony Classi¬ 
cal) to Fausto Cleva’s more genteel 
presentation with Anna Moffo 
and Carlo Bergonzi (RCA Gold 
Seal). Levine can be brutal in Ital¬ 


ian opera — stay away from his 
toxic Elisir d’Amore — but with 
this heavyweight cast, the results 
are pure guilty pleasure. 

I don’t think Aprile Millo 
(Luisa) is what Verdi had in mind, 
but she sings with such conviction 
that I suspect the composer would 
have admired the end result. This 
1991 recording, made at the Man¬ 
hattan Center in NYC, also caught 
Vladimir Chernov (Miller) in his 
prime, while Placido Domingo, 
never the most elegant of tenors, 
sings his big aria, “Quando le sere 
al placido,” beautifully. Sept. 9,13, 
17,19,22, 28, Oct. 1. 

The Tsar’s Bride (Rimsky- 
Korsakov) — The only worry I 
have about the incoming SFO di¬ 
rector, Pamela Rosenberg (you 
can discount most of that virulent 
crap on the Internet), is that she 
will not love Russian opera as 
much as Mansouri has. With the 
help of Valery Gergiev, now alas 
tethered to the unforgiving Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera, Mansouri 
turned the War Memorial into the 
Kirov West. I heard Tsars Bride in 
a concert performance in New 
York in 1995; as the discarded 
mistress, Olga Borodina burned 
down the barn. There is only one 
worthy recording, fortunately 
from Gergiev and the Kirov 
(Philips), starring SFO’s leading 
couple, Borodina and Dmitri 
Hvorostovsky (hubba hubba) as 
the warring ex-lovers. Warbling 
Rimsky’s Italo-Russian coloratura 
as Marfa, the miserable bride, is 
Marina Shaguch on disc. (In New

York, I heard the splendid Sicilian 
soprano, Nuccia Focile. And why 
hasn’t site been to SF?) Sept. 11, 
14,16, 20, 24, 26, 29. 

The Ballad of Baby Doe 
(Moore) — Here’s another opera 
making its SFO premiere (there 
are four in the first three months 
of the season). Baby Doe has its 
longueurs — watch out for the 
endless “Calf of Gold” political 
speech by William Jennings 
Bryan. The recording that sells the 
work was made in 1959, right after 
the NY City Opera premiere, and 
only released last year on CD due 
to maximum cupidity on every¬ 
body’s part. Never mind; it may be 
the best recording of an American 
opera ever made, with the late 
Walter Cassel as Horace Tabor and 
Beverly Sills at her youthful, inno¬ 
cent best as Baby Doe. In the final 
scene, as Baby Doe hallucinates 
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while freezing to death outside the 
Matchless Mine, that pure silvery 
soprano floats away into heavenly 
bliss (Deutsche Grammophon). 
Sept. 23, 27, Oct. 3,6, 8,11,14. 
Dead Man Walking (Heggie) 

— I learned a long time ago, 
painfully, never to tout an opera I 
hadn’t actually heard, so I have no 
opinion on how Jake Heggie and 
Terrence McNally will succeed 
with the explosive, controversial 
subject matter about the death 
penalty. All we know is that the 
opera is not a reprise of Tim Rob¬ 
bins’ movie. Your best bet for get¬ 
ting a handle on the music is Heg- 
gie’s solo album, Faces of Love 
(RCA Victor), in which a starry se¬ 
ries of divas — Frederica von 
Stade, Jennifer Larmore, Sylvia 
McNair, Renee Fleming and Carol 
Vaness — sings his sweet, 
easy-on-the-ears songs. They are 
easy on the voice, too, which is 
why the ladies love them, yet I find 
that the album as a whole tends 
toward bland monotony, making 
one wonder how the young com¬ 
poser is going to create the vivid 
characterizations required for a 
full evening of opera. Oct. 7, 13, 
17,19, 22,25,28. 

L’Elisir d’Amore (Donizetti) 

— I shouldn’t complain that we are 
having Elisir so soon again, espe¬ 
cially since last season we heard 
that gorgeous La Favorite, but 
SFO’s Elisir is an ancient produc¬ 
tion, the stage director is Graziella 
Sciutti, who did not fare well with 
Don Giovanni this summer, and 
the opening cast tenor is Tito Bel¬ 
tran — sexy, yes, but a shouter in a 
role that requires Kraus-like fi¬ 
nesse. (The January performances 
suggest more idiomatic tenor

styling when Roberto Sacca, whom 
you may remember as a dulcet Al- 
maviva at the Orpheum Theatre, 
sings “Una furtive lagrima.”) 

Your taste in Elisir recordings de¬ 
pends on what you want out of the 
score. Most critics recommend the 
Battle/Pavarotti/Levine set 
(Deutsche Grammophon) or the 
Sutherland/Pavarotti/Bonynge discs 
(Decca) just because they have fa¬ 
mous names attached to them, yet 
both are hard-edged and charmless. 
The “Love Couple” (Angela Gheo- 
rghiu and Roberto Alagna) are 
preferable, from Lyon Opera with 
conductor Evelino Pido, even 
though he sings an annoying vari¬ 
ant of “Una furtive” (Decca). 

If you love this score as I do for 
its eloquent demonstration of the 
power of song to rocket your 
emotions from humor to ro¬ 
mance to pathos, try to find a 
magical performance starring the 
underrated Mariella Devia (pure 
Italian vixen) and the very young 
and un-self-conscious (pre-An¬ 
gela) Alagna. In addition to its 
Italian charm, it is a critical edi¬ 
tion, conducted by Marcello Viot- 
ti, that sports the original, higher 
and more difficult coloratura for 
the soprano (Erato). Oct. 21, 24, 
31, Nov. 3, 5, 8 and January 7,11, 
13,2001. ▼

explicit language.” 

The TV-trained actor was 
drawn to the play by the chal¬ 
lenges it provided. “As an actor, 
I’m all about challenges right 
now,” Pintauro said, “and this has 
provided me with God knows 
how many of them.” 

The experience for audiences 
is “just riveting,” he continued. 
“It’s this guy who you don’t feel 
you can relate to at first because 
he’s hard-edged and lives on the 
street, but his stories are fascinat¬ 
ing, and as the piece goes on, 
you’re able to relate to him more 
and more. You realize that despite 
the kind of life he’s lived, he’s able 
to walk away with this amazing 
sense of hope.” 

Hard proof 

When Pintauro first made the 
rounds of casting agents after 


graduating college, they didn’t ex¬ 
actly welcome him with open 
arms. “Casting agents in New York 
just aren’t very confident in sitcom 
stars,” he said, “so I had to prove to 
them that I could actually pull it 
off.” 

When he teamed with director 
Mark Canninstraro on The Veloc¬ 
ity of Gary, they hoped that a pri¬ 
vate performance for friends and 
potential presenters would lead to 
an offer. “But it didn’t work,” he 
said, “and we just decided to do it 
ourselves.” 

They staged the piece at the 
Duplex, a Manhattan cabaret with 
tiny tables and a two-drink mini¬ 
mum. “It’s definitely going to be 
taken a lot more seriously in a the¬ 
ater,” Pintauro said, “and I’m real¬ 
ly looking forward to that.” 

Actually, Pintauro had no plans 
to do Gary again. “I was happy 
how it went in New York, and was 
willing to leave it at that,” Pintau¬ 
ro said.

New San Francisco Symphony season full of enticements

f an Francisco summer is an 
^S| oxymoron, but just like 
hw everything else in our won¬ 
derfully topsy-turvy town, the 
change of seasons is predictably 
contrary. The weather will warm 
up in autumn, and so will the 
local music scene, when single 
ticket sales for the San Francisco 
Symphony become available Tues¬ 
day, Sept. 5. 

The tradition of queuing up 
hours before the box office opens 
at 8 a.m. (and getting coffee and 
doughnuts from the staff) might 
be unnecessary this year, as seats 
may be purchased online through 
the SFS’s secure website, but there 
should be plenty of the faithful 
still on hand to share the pleasant 
experience of talking to a real live 
agent and getting a good look at 
fellow music-lovers in the flesh. 

If your budget only allows a 


few performances during the 
2000-2001 season, a visit to the 
website, www.sfsymphony.org, is 
strongly recommended — not 
only will you get a jump on pur¬ 
chasing (begins at 6 p.m. on Fri¬ 
day, Sept. 1), there’s also plenty of 
helpful information to guide your 
decision-making. 

Of course, if you must narrow 
your attendance to just one con¬ 
cert, the choice is simple indeed. 
Look for any program that fea¬ 
tures Maestro Michael Tilson 
Thomas on the podium, and then 
pick the one with composers that 
speak to you. Keep your fingers 
crossed for availability, and do 
bring a date — a guaranteed 
evening to remember. 

Tilson Thomas has forged a 
magical bond with the orchestra 
during their 5-year relationship 
that shows no signs of wear. The 
electricity that crackles through¬ 
out Davies Hall during their con¬ 
certs is evidence of the musicians’ 


devotion and MTT’s undeniable 
star power. Whenever anyone still 
asks if any one conductor makes 
that much of a difference, I simply 
ask if they have seen this partner¬ 
ship in action. 

There are composers he shares 
a particular affinity with, and hap¬ 
pily, that includes the American 
Aaron Copland. MTT will con¬ 
duct his first SFS performances of 
the massive Symphony No. 3 Sept. 
27-30. He also has made an inter¬ 
national splash with his scintillat¬ 
ing Stravinsky programs, and 
there will be an all-Stravinsky bill 
Feb. 7-11 that features Vance 
George’s SFS Chorus, the San 
Francisco Girls Chorus, and 
Regazzi, the Peninsula Boys Cho¬ 
rus. The lean angularity of Agon 
and the primitive joy of Les Noces 
should play well against the more 
gentle lyricism of the lovely Perse¬ 
phone (catch this one on the ter¬ 
rific double-disc set that includes 
The Rite of Spring before attend¬ 


ing). 

MTT’s way with Mahler has 
also garnered raves, and he will 
lead his first San Francisco perfor¬ 
mances of the Symphony No. 7 
Oct. 4-7. The infrequently heard 
Das klagende Lied and the Adagio 
from Symphony No. 10 — the 
composer’s first and last efforts — 
are featured Feb. 14-17. Contem¬ 
porary writers certainly fire the 
maestro’s passion, too, and a com¬ 
missioned song cycle from Cali¬ 
fornia native David Del Tredici, 
Gay Life, described as a biography 
in music, should get a lot of notice 
May 3-5. 

Expected guests 

Tilson Thomas is also a gra¬ 
cious accompanist to big-name 
guest soloists, and there will be 
more than a few appearing 
throughout the season. Violinists 
Sarah Chang in Bach’s Concerto 
No. 2 (Sept. 27-30) and Gil Sha-

wanted to do it again, and every 
now and then he’d come to me 
and say, ‘Oh, this theater is inter¬ 
ested.’ But [New Conservatory] 
was the only one that really drew 
my attention, partly because I 
have so much family who live in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
and finally everybody, including 
my parents, can all come to see it.” 

When Pintauro was born on 
Jan. 6, 1976 in Milltown, NJ, he 
was declared the town’s Bicenten¬ 
nial Baby, and his birth certificate 
was placed in a time capsule. “My 
friends scream and yell at me 
when I say, ‘I was a star the day I 
was born,”’ he said. “They just go, 
‘Oh, shut up.’” 

But before he had turned 
three, his mother had sent his pic¬ 
ture into a modeling agency, and 
a career was born. First came ap¬ 
pearances in advertisements, cat¬ 
alogs, and commercials, and then 
a five-year run on As the World 
Turns and a big-screen appearance 
in the mad-dog thriller Cujo. And 
then in 1982, at age 8, he began his 
run as Jonathan Bower, son of sin¬ 
gle career mom (Judith Light) 
who hires a male housekeeper 
(Tony Danza). The show lasted for 
eight seasons. 

“I was a normal kid who just 
got lucky,” Pintauro said. “My suc¬ 
cess as an actor and as a celebrity 
is basically me riding on the coat¬ 
tails of a successful TV sitcom. I 
never really had any intention of 
maintaining the huge celebrity, so 
when the show ended, I just went 
back to the normal life I should 
have been living had I not landed 
this great and successful part.”

During his high school years, 
he was happily dating girls and 
had even became engaged to one 
of his girlfriends when he began 
Stanford. “I’ve been fooling 
around with guys early in my life,” 
he said, “but I didn’t associate that 
with anything but the kind of 
friendship I had with these two 
people.

Ju¬ 
dith Light, active in many pro-gay 
causes, took the news with a wel¬ 
coming awareness. Tony Danza 
had his own way of dealing with 
it. 


“He’s been as supportive as an 
Italian father figure can be,” Pin¬ 
tauro said. “He reacted just like 
my father, which was very creepy, 
actually.” 

Though he’s not convinced he 
really wants to be an actor — 
teaching drama to high school 
students is a new passion — he 
knows that having come out will 
affect his career. 

“I couldn’t play Romeo or the 
head quarterback whether I was 
gay or not, so I’m sort of not miss¬ 
ing out,” he said. “But yes, it will 
affect my career. I can’t play a 
leading man, but I don’t want to 
play a leading man.” 

As for any leading men in his 
life, Pintauro is between 
boyfriends. “My love life is cur¬ 
rently very messy,” he said. “My 
love life is always dramatic.” 

One of the outcomes of his TV 
years is a maturity that he finds 
puts him on another level than 
other young men his own age. “I’ve 


discovered that I definitely have to 
date older men,” he said, “but then 
again, there are some 27-year-olds 
who are very childish.” 

So, the definition of “older 
men” is 27? “I haven’t been very 
interested in the over-30s,” Pin¬ 
tauro said. “I’m not looking for a 
daddy type.” 

In some ways, Pintauro is 
looking for part of a lost child¬ 
hood. “I’ve been acting since I was 
2, and I was never given the op¬ 
portunity to decide to do some¬ 
thing else,” he said. “A normal kid 
has all these options in front of 
him. ‘I want to be a fireman,’ you 
know. Finally, I’m doing the I- 
want-to-be-a-fireman research I 
should have done as a child.” ▼

'Blossoms of Fire' opens at the Roxie

A bout 50 minutes into Blos¬ 
soms of Fire, Maureen 
Gosling’s exuberantly up¬ 
beat film about North America’s 
most successful surviving matri¬ 
archy, a group of openly gay 
young people reveal what the 
truce in the gender wars means for 
effeminate gay men in the South¬ 
ern Mexican city of Juchitan. 

“Everyone else gets married. 
The one who stays with his mother 
is the homosexual. He’s the one 
who lives with her ’til she dies. He’ll 
never let her want for anything. 
He’s always working hard so his 
mother can keep going. They de¬ 
pend on each other, they’re very 
united....They’ll say, ‘If only God 
would grant me the blessing of hav¬ 
ing a homosexual in my home.’” 

Earlier, a young man with 
shaved legs, plucked eyebrows and 
lipstick helps his mother fold and 
string paper flowers. A young les¬ 
bian drinks beer with her lover, 
declaring, “We’ve totally con¬ 
quered this society.” In America, 
the young man or woman would 
live in San Francisco, and Mom 
would get a check. In Juchitan, the 
gay kid is the check — a human 
nest egg that trumps the devalued 
currency of a distant, repressive 
and corrupt central authority. 

In Blossoms of Fire, opening 
Friday at the Roxie, Gosling gives 
us a socialist realist travelogue in 
the style of a latter-day Orson 
Welles, with the philosophy of a 
feminist Hemingway and the 
palette of the great muralist Diego 
Rivera. The film is almost drunk 
with color, as if its glorious reds 
were a visual Prozac to ward away 
the blues. 

In the film’s prologue, Gosling 
recaps a scandal that briefly arose 
when a tabloid magazine depicted 
the women of Juchitan like the 
punchline in a mother-in-law 
joke. The town’s women threat¬ 
ened to beat up a local shopkeep-

er if he sold the magazine — and 
soon Gosling found herself docu¬ 
menting the women’s view of 
their rural Eden, not unlike the 
way filmmaker Spike Jonze be¬ 
came A1 Gore’s video Boswell. 

In the myth of Juchitan, 
women and men serve equal and 
complementary functions in a 
preindustrial society where fishing 
and subsistence agriculture nour¬ 
ish body and soul. It’s as if Gosling 
were zooming in on a tiny frag¬ 
ment of The Aztec World, Rivera’s 
attempt to recapitulate all of Mex¬ 
ican history in a single mural, and 
arguing that all life could be like 
this — ignoring the darker, blood¬ 
ier ironies elsewhere on the artist’s 
canvas. To be fair, Gosling argues 
that the Zampatec culture of 
Southern Mexico survived by 
fighting — first the Aztecs, later 
the Spanish, and most recently the 
now defeated PRI government. 
She uses the hardy survival of an 
ancient pre-Western culture to 
make a very San Francisco argu¬ 
ment for grass roots community, 


neighborhood autonomy and 
equality of the sexes. 

An older woman talks to the 
camera, describing how she fol¬ 
lows a traditional recipe for plum 
wine, curing, soaking and crush¬ 
ing thousands of plums all by her¬ 
self. Blossoms of Fire argues that 
work — especially the kind of 
drudgery that the modern world 
has sought to banish with ma¬ 
chines — is often what keeps a 
person centered and sane. Ironi¬ 
cally, the plum wine lady includes 
a little television in her recipe for 
the good life. At the end of her 
film, Gosling shows that the glob¬ 
al economy is knocking on the 
door of paradise: the mother 
stringing flowers with her gay son 
is the local Avon Lady; kids no 
longer play safely in Juchitan’s 
American-like traffic jams, and 
when they stay indoors, their eyes 
are fixed on video games. ▼

ized look at the filming of the 
silent horror film Nosferatu, by 
notorious queer director F. W. 
Murnau (John Malkovich). 
Willem Dafoe plays the creepy- 
looking star “Max Schreck,” and 
whether he’s really a vampire is 
open to question. Murnau’s death 
is part of Hollywood’s legend; 
supposedly, he died in a car wreck 
caused by blowing his chauffeur. 
With luck, Shadow of the Vampire 
will meticulously re-create this 
scene with lingering close-ups. 

The Dangerous Lives of Altar 
Boys isn’t due on screens until 
early 2001, but with a title like that 
and the presence of Jodie Foster in 
bride-o’-Christ drag, it’s too good 
to resist at least mentioning. Fos¬ 
ter turned down the remake of Si¬ 
lence of the Lambs because the 
story was too ridiculous, so per¬ 
haps Altar Boys is actually less 
bizarre than its plot indicates. Ac¬ 
cording to press notes, a bunch of 
8th grade Southern Catholic boys 
get caught drawing dirty comics 
about priests ad nuns. Punished, 
they vow revenge against a “mean 
one-legged nun,” Sister Ascension, 
played by La Foster. Hunky Vin¬ 
cent D’Onofrio adds inevitable 
queer spice as the coach of a boys’ 
soccer league, but Foster deserves 
camp canonization not only for 
playing what sounds like one of 
the most outlandish characters in 
recent memory, but also for 
thoughtfully introducing a new 
kind of queer icon for jaded view¬ 
ers to worship. T

Opening September 29 is 
Karyn Kusama’s Girlfight. Not 
strictly queer, it’s nonetheless of 
interest as a rare glimpse at the 
professional and romantic travails 
of a teenage girl boxer (played by 
Michelle Rodriguez). Advance 
buzz is hot for what sounds like a 
Rocky for baby dykes, and feather¬ 
weight or feather-brained, it 
sounds like something worth 
working up a sweat over. 

Robert Lee King’s Psycho Beach 
Party, opening mid- to late Sep¬ 
tember, has made waves on the 
queer film festival circuit, and 
promises at least diversion with its 
campy send-up of ’60s slasher 
films. Watch for Charles Lesbian 
Vampires of Sodom Busch as “Cap¬ 
tain Monica Stark.” 

“Gay vampire” is practically a 
redundancy, but gay werewolves 
haven’t fared as well. These beasts 
have usually been resolutely het- 
ero. Making up for that is Will 
Gould’s The Wolves of Kromer, 
opening October 20. This parable 
of homosexuality focuses on anti¬ 
social, “amoral” lycanthropes pur¬ 
sued by a murderous mob (Chris¬ 
tians, no doubt) in an English vil¬ 
lage. The thought of male were¬ 
wolf couples fucking each other’s 
brains out at bonfire parties, then 
running off to fleece the straight 
villagers, sounds like sweet re¬ 
venge indeed. 


Also in October (opening the 
6th) is Greg Berlanti’s The Broken 
Hearts Club, whose coy tagline is, 
“The shortest distance between 
friends isn’t always a straight line.” 
This queer version of Diner — or 
Boys in the Band, or Friends, or 
any number of ensemble-based 
TV shows and movies — updates 
the Boys in the Band model by 
having its queens prattle about 
Ricky Martin, Janet Jackson, and 
John-Boy Walton instead of Judy 
and Bette. The studio is hoping 
for a crossover hit: a recent Wall 
Street Journal article quoted direc¬ 
tor Berlanti as saying, “I’d love for 
this to be the first film with all gay 
characters not to be in the ‘gay’ 
section at Blockbuster.” Perhaps 
prayer will help the director real¬ 
ize this dream. 

Pithier thrills can be had from 
Julia Query and Vicky Funari’s 
Live Nude Girls Unite!, also open¬ 
ing on Oct. 6 at the Roxie. This 
bracing doc tracks a strike by lap 
dajj£ers at San Francisco’s Lusty 
Lady as they try to unionize. The 
women are passionate, intelligent, 
and articulate; maybe this will be 
the film that finally ends the no¬ 
tion that women who work in the 
sex industry are coked-out mo¬ 
rons too dumb to get any other 
kind of work. 

Fresh grind 

November’s homo highlight, at 
least as of this writing, is yet an¬ 
other of those overcooked Filipino 
sweatfests about macho dancers 
and their sad little lives. Burlesk 
King is by the late Lino Brocka’s 
heir apparent Mel Chionglo, and 
stars fetching Rodel Velayo as a 
young American-Filipino who ar¬ 
rives in Manila to find his abusive 
father and avenge his mother’s 
death. Expect the usual bump ’n’ 
grind follies, with fleshy bodies 
undulating under tacky colored 
lights, along with a soup^on of so¬ 
cial commentary. 

December finds us in territory 
at once quirkier and more famil¬ 
iar. Gary Walkow’s Beat examines 
the inner workings of Burroughs, 
Ginsberg, the ill-fated Mrs. Bur¬ 
roughs, and various hangers-on 
during an early ’50s trek through 
Mexico. Anyone expecting a hot 
Beat fuck will be disappointed;

doubt have plenty of homoerotic 
touches.

|f% ome time ago I reviewed a 
'"-v strange little film called Stat- 
en Island Sex Cult. It had a lu¬ 
natic plot and was pretty badly 
made, but did have some nifty 
music and sleazy guys. One in par¬ 
ticular provoked me. Carlos 
Morales appeared in a solo that was 
sensational, yet was, nonethe¬ 
less, a solo. I figured he was 
trade: a doe-eyed kid with a 
big dick making some 
bucks letting himself be 
ogled while he fondled 
himself with equal parts 
self-love and fuck-you. 

Still, he had creamy skin, 
a volup¬

We see this 
in flashback, a super scene with a 
hefty, hairy and hung Italian stud 
roughing up a smooth yet tawdry 
boytoy. Theirs is an intense sport- 
fuck, unhurried and observed 
straight on. Lotsa fingerbanging, 
fierce fucking, and even a splash of 


piss. 

Logan, the naif, wonders who 
he could get to render the same 
service unto his lover, and of 
course, Miguel volunteers. Now 
we get to see Carlos in full action. 
Straight? Only if I’m Marie of Ru¬ 
mania. When Carlos and Miguel 
bash their big boners against each 
other, Lucas dotes on Carlos’ tool. 
Now we’re at one of those mo¬ 
ments that separates the 
men from the movie 
reviewers, and I’m 
not afraid to say it: 
What a cock! Such a 
, wealth of circum¬ 
ference, such a pris¬ 
tine and unblemished 
color, such a superb stiff¬ 
ness. And 
so pas¬ 
sionately 
handled 

by the handsome and humpy 
young stud who owns it. 

You know, one day I’ll get a 
Pulitzer Prize for this sort of fear¬ 
less reporting. There’ll even come 
a time when this really important 
news is on the front page, instead 
of which politician is currently 
constipated. And Carlos and his 
cock, believe me, are front page 
news. The boy is no slouch of a 
cocksucker, either, and he loves 
getting fucked, impaling himself 
on Miguel with impetuous force, 
and bouncing his big bazooka all 
over the place. And I once worried 
he was straight. 

Tool of love 

Now, I don’t remember incred¬ 
ible sex with an overheated 
stranger being the agent that 
would make a fellow cling to 
monogamy, but this is fiction, 
after all, so Carlos rushes back to 
Logan’s expectant arms. Reas¬ 
sured, Logan rewards Carlos with 
all his love, as well as a surprising 
collection of butt toys, and their 
subsequent application is an un¬ 
paralleled demonstration of love 
expressed through lasciviousness. 
I’ve previously written a lot about 
dildos being used as either tools of 
aggression or sport. But rarely, if 
ever, have I seen one used as it is 



here, as a tool of love. With a ray 
of sun coming through the win¬ 
dow falling artfully right on its 
entry, Logan screws a fat tool up 
Carlos’ ass and the boy endearing¬ 
ly moans a whispered “Thank 
you” to his lover before Logan’s 
cock is buried in his mouth. Car¬ 
los, captive beneath Logan, undu¬ 
lates artfully, so the dick at each 
end of his body works in deeper. 
And I thought he was straight. 

Suddenly, there’s a mean fuck 
in progress, except that it’s Carlos 
fucking Logan, a surprise switch 
that throws the already mind-bog¬ 
gling action way into overdrive. 
Then the boys are rimming, and 
changing roles, with Logan bang¬ 
ing Carlos, and I’m banging my 
knees together like a little girl who 
has to pee. And then Logan is pee¬ 
ing on Carlos, a heavy man- 
stream gush of piss that even 
anoints Carlos’ face. And I 
thought he was... oh, you know. 
Then, in a final champion fuck, 
Logan savagely pushes the cum 
out of Carlos, who begs Logan not 
to stop so that he can deliver a sec¬ 
ond orgasm. I was in meltdown. 

There you have it, an hour and 
37 minute sensation, with a mere 
moment or two of plot exposition 
(and itswet scenes available only 
in the mail-order edition). So I 
think Michel Lucas is a pretty 
swell director, and I’ll report on 
his other videos soon. But I won¬ 
der: Do I overpraise? Am I blind¬ 
ed by Carlos? Please help me, I’m 
falling. ▼

Sound art 

A t the outset, the title is a bit con¬ 
fusing — most American music 
afficionados are used to the idea 
that “acoustic” music is distinct from 
“electronic” music, being mostly un¬ 
plugged. Yet an.expansive, impressive 
program beginning around town next 
week, “Acustica International San 
Francisco 2000,” is all about elec¬ 
tronic sound art. Thank the Germans 
for the interpretation. 

It was at the behest of the Goethe 
Institute of San Francisco and its di¬ 
rector, Dieta Sixt, that WDR Studio 
Akustische Kunst (Studio of Acoustic 
Art) agreed to come to San Francisco 
to showcase its artists and their dis¬ 
tinctive sound stylings. The result is 
one of the most ambitious new-music 
fests to sweep through town in ages. 

“Acoustic art is the melting pot of 
heterogeneous elements: noise, lan¬ 
guage and music organized by means 
of electronic techniques into a new, 
unique genre,” says Klaus Schoning, 
the show’s curator. The styles domi¬ 
nating the SF fest were developed in 
experimental studios in Germany, he 
explains, most notably at the Studio 
Akustische Kunst (Studio of Acoustic 
Art) of the WDR (West-German 
Broadcasting Station) in Cologne. 

It was sound artist Bill Fontana who, 
in a sense, brought the Germans and 
Americans together. In 1987 he created 
“Sound Bridge Cologne-San Francis¬ 
co,” a sound sculpture acoustically link¬ 
ing the city on the Pacific with the one 
on the Rhine. It was broadcast live for 
one hour on more than 60 radio sta¬ 
tions in Europe and the U.S., as well as 
being simultaneously presented in 
urban sound installations on public 
squares of San Francisco and Cologne. 

That experiment has resonated 
widely through the sound-art com¬ 
munities throughout North America 
and Europe, and today sound art 
thrives here, there, and pretty much 
everywhere. 

Fontana himself will open Acustica 
Int’l. SF 2000 with a reception on Sep¬ 
tember 7, from 6-7 p.m., at Refusalon 
(20 Hawthorne St), where his sound 
installation will be on display through 
September. Fontana studied philoso¬ 
phy and music at the New School for 
Social Research in New York, and went 
on to create numerous installations in 
Germany, Japan, and the U.S. 

The San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art will get into the spirit with 
“Juke Box,” a “Sound Journey into the 
Studio of Acoustic Art,” featuring inter¬ 
national composers and artists such as 
Fontana, John Cage, Nicola Sani and 
others who, in some way, were influ¬ 
enced by the Futurists, Dadaists and 
poets of Concrete Poetry, the founding 
fathers of sound art. The museum will 
also present a daily, changing, non-stop 
program of WDR productions. All this 
begins on September 11 at the Mod¬ 
ern’s Phillis Wattis Theater. 

Sound art events will be taking 
place at such disparate locations as the 
Hawthorne Lane Bar, Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts, New Langton Arts, 
and Dolby Labs. Related sound-art 
happenings will occur at Catharine 
Clark Gallery and CCAC Institute (SF 
and Oakland). Look for updates in 
“Out & About” in the weeks ahead. ▼

gH Jj| y reading preferences in- 
iWi c ^ ne towar£ l writers of 
the female persuasion, 
which means I tend to be almost 
entirely unaware of what the boys 
are up to. I do follow a few male 
writers, chief among them Felice 
Picano ( The Book of Lies). The 
welcome news that his long-out- 
of-print short stories were to be 
released by Alyson ( The New York 
Years, $12.95) suggested that it 
was long past time to read some 
male writers and see what I was 
missing. Plenty, as it turns out. 



Lets begin with those extraor¬ 
dinary New York stories. What a 
pleasure it is to see New York gay 
life, post-Stonewall and pre¬ 
plague, captured with skill, wit, 
and passion. Picano creates ab¬ 
solutely breathtaking scenes, and 
peoples them with astonishingly 
vivid characters. Consider the au¬ 
tobiographical “Shy,” Picano’s 
contribution to “the time [I] went 
to bed with someone famous” 
genre. “Shy” is a painful tale of a 
brief encounter with a cinematic 
demigod, whose real identity is re¬ 
vealed in Picano’s very fine Intro¬ 
duction. “Mr. World Buns: A Story 
Without a Moral” offers a cau¬ 
tionary tale for anyone who thinks 
that an open relationship is a good 
idea. “And Baby Makes Three” ex¬ 
plores the power of a twice-told 
tale, while “Expertise” offers a 
powerful incentive to become ex¬ 
ceptionally skilled at... something. 
The New York Years is a gift for all 
of us who admire Picano’s writ¬ 
ing, but it is also a reminder of a 
very specific and wonderful time 
in gay history when sex was about 
liberation and pleasure.

Circa 2000: Gay Fiction at the 
Millennium, edited by Robert 
Drake and Terry Wolverton 
(Alyson, $14.95), is the exception¬ 
al companion volume to its phe¬ 
nomenal lesbian sister, published 
earlier this year. The collection is 
splendid, but more electrifying to 
report is that Robert Drake, beat¬ 
en into a coma by a pair of gay- 
bashers last year, will read from 
the collection at Giovanni’s Room 
in October. Given the great fear 
that Drake would either never 
wake up, or be so severely brain¬ 
damaged that he would not wish 
to survive, the fact of his recovery 
is nothing short of miraculous. 

He’ll be able to choose from a 
plethora of exciting short fiction 
in Circa 2000. Ethan Alexander’s 
“Beneath the Planet of the Com¬ 
pulsives” is a futuristic look at life 
with simian-Americans. “Mrs. 
Lincoln’s China” is also a tale of 
the future, but M. Shayne Bell’s 
forecast for tomorrow is 
, darkly terrifying. It 
suggests to me, at 
least, the horrors 
of life under Ju¬ 
nior Bush. Bell 
uses a display of 
White House 
china to reveal a 
world in which no 
one is safe. Circa 2000 is a great in¬ 
troduction to some of the best gay 
writers around, one that left me 
longing to read more. 



Lawrence Schimel ( Things In¬ 
visible To See) is an editor of grace 
and style. His newest collection, 
Kosher Meat (Sherman Asher 
Publishing, $14.95), explores 
those places where Jewishness and 
queerness intersect, transect, and 
sometimes painfully, vivisect. 
Michael Lassell’s “My People” of¬ 
fers a shudderingly honest look at 
a May-December pick-up. The 
narrator mentions the first man 
he ever loved, who died in 1968. 
“‘I wasn’t born in 1968,’ David 
said. ‘That is not an endearing re¬ 
mark in any circumstances,’ I told 
him.” Patrick meets the family for 
the first time when his lover goes 
home for his father’s funeral to 
prove that he’s “The Good Son” 
(Brian Stein). The stories in 
Kosher Meat remind us that iden¬ 
tity is fluid, especially when it 
seems most fixed. 

If gay male writing is slightly 
outside by normal experience, gay 
male erotica is way outside. Fortu¬ 
nately, Best of the Best Gay Erotica 
(edited by Richard Labonte; Cleis, 
$14.95) contains stories that are 



about lots more than just getting 
off, although I suspect that you’ll 
prefer to read many of these stories 
with one hand free. Labonte select¬ 
ed from five annual editions of Best 
Gay Erotica to offer the 
cream, if you will, of 
stories that will 
leave you hot, both¬ 
ered, and even 
thoughtful. Lawrence 
Schimel’s “Clothes Do 
Make the Man” 
suggests that get¬ 
ting ready for 
Wigstock is way 
more fun than the event itself. In 
“First Shave,” Jameson Currier cre¬ 
ates sensual magic with shaving 
cream. “The Yellow” is Michael 
Lassell’s erotic rant about Irish ho¬ 
mophobia, the Gulf War, and the 
Empire State Building, among 
other topics. “Yellow” is a troubling 
tale of comfort, or it might be a 
comforting tale of trouble, exquis¬ 
itely told by Kirk Read. Best of the 
Best is as erotically charged as any¬ 
thing I’ve ever read, well worth the 
time and treasure of all genders.
